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AFTER HITLER | “NO DISCRIMINATION” 


What Will Happen in 
Germany ? 


HOW JEWS MIGHT FARE 


[From a Correspondent] 


For some weeks there has been much talk of what 
is likely to happen in Germany “after Hitler.” A 
Government that will be Conservative, or Monarchist, 
or Federal, or Communist, or anti-Communist— 
speculation has left no possibility unmentioned. 

Out of the mass of conjectures, there is a persistent 
report which has appeared in the Press of both hemi- 
spheres and which deserves rather more careful attention, 
for it‘refers to a move said by the New York DAILY 
News (quoted by the DatLy TELEGRAPH AND MORNING 
Post) to have received sympathetic consideration by the 
British Government. It is the possible recognition of 
a “German National Council,” or “ shadow ” German 
Government, which is now being formed, so it is stated, 
by certain leading anti-Nazi moderates in London. 

One of the names that recurs more than any other in 
the reports as a leading member of this embryo post- 
Hitler Government is that of Dr. Hermann Rauschning, 
formerly a leading member of the Nazi Party and 
President’ of the Danzig Senate. Dr. Rauschning 
aroused the enmity of the Nazis by his hostility to 
terroristic methods, and he was forced to escape from 
the Danzig “ Free State * for reasons of personal safety. 


The Anti-Hitler * Black Front” 


Since his exile began, he has done much political 
writing, and he is the author of an important study of 
Nazism, “ Die Revolution des Nihilismus”™ (translated 
into English recently under the title of “ Germany's 
Revolution of Destruction”), which champions 
nationalism, as against racialism, and which claims that 
‘the Nazi revolutionary element in Germany is out of 
hand and has seized control. 

Another prominent German whose name has been 
repeatedly associated with the “ shadow ’” Government 
plans is Dr. Otto Strasser, now head of the “ Black 
Front,” an anti-Hitler body which includes a number of 


ex-Nazis, and which, like Dr. Rauschning, is strongly 


Nationalist. Dr. Strasser’s brother Gregor was one of 
Hitler’s earliest associates in the Nazi Party, and acted 
as Berlin organiser. He was shot in the “ purge” of 
June, 1934. For some years Otto was in exile in Prague, 
where he published his paper Dre Deutscue REVOLU- 
TION, and whence he directed an underground anti- 
Hitler campaign in Germany. He later transferred to 
Switzerland. The Paris radio (quoted by the DatLy 
TELEGRAPH and the News CHRONICLE) announced on 
Tuesday that Dr. Strasser had suddenly left Switzerland, 
but his destination was not stated. 

Four other persons have also been linked with the 

_Tteported move. They are Dr. Rudolf Breitscheid, the 
Social-Democratic leader and Prussian Minister of the 
Interior in 1918; Dr. Josef Wirth, formerly a leading 
member of the Centre Party, Reichs Chancellor in 1921, 
and twice Minister of the Interior; Captain Gottfried 
Treviranus, formerly Conservative leader and Minister 
of Transport in the 1930-32 Cabinet of Dr. Briining, 
head of the Centre Party; and, finally, Dr. Briining 
himself. 

The alleged aim of the “ National Council ” is to help 
defeat the Hitler regime and to set up a regime which 
will eschew force in internal and international affairs. 
It would be anti-Communist, and Federal.

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Polish Minister’s Pledge 
on Relief Work 


M. STANCZYK IN LONDON 


[By our former Warsaw Correspondent) 


~ Jews and non-Jews must benefit alike from our 
relief work,” declared M. Jan Stanezyk, the - Polish 
Minister for Health and Social Welfare, in a special 
interview accorded to THe Jewish CHRONICLE during his 
visit to London last week. 

M. Stanczyk, who is the only Socialist in the new 


Polish Government, came to England specifically to > | 


discuss relief problems, and during his stay obtained 
the promise of a £100,000 gift from the British 
Government for this work. “This and other moneys,” 
said the Minister, “ will be spent on relief for all refugees 
from Poland without distinction of creed and race. It 
is time,” he added, “ that all Fascist and Nazi principles 
ceased.” 

M_ Stanczyk received me in his hotel near the Polish 
Embassy, and in a long talk outlined his plans. Figures 
in the Minister's possession show that there are well 
ever 100,000 Polish refugees now living abroad. (This 
includes both soldiers and civilians.) : In Hungary, there 
are 33,000 soldiers and about 20,000 civilians. In 
Rumania, the numbers are 25,000 and 15,000 respec- 
tively, and in Lithuania the joint total is 11,000. The 
number of Jewish refugees is about 15,000, said the 
Minister. The reason why so few Jews managed to 
escape, although they more than any other section had 
reason to fear the Nazi invasion, was that very few of 
them: were able to secure means of transport. 

“We have at present,” said M.. Stanczyk, “ several 
local committees working in the various places where 
the refugees live: The main difficulty ts to provide 
shelter and clothing. Most of them. in Rumania and 
Hungary live in barns. Winter is near, and many are 
already suffering terribly from the. cold.” 


Poles Share Their Bread 


The Minister was able to confirm reports of the brutal 
maltreatment of Jews in the Nazi-occupied zone of 
Poland. He saw a Nazi poster, he said, informing the 
population of Warsaw that every housewife would be 
able to receive one loaf of bread from certain military 
distribution points. Then, in large letters, were the 
words: “Jews must not apply.” A foreign diplomat 
who left Warsaw at the end of October told the Minister 
that he had seen Polish women, on receiving bread, 
share it with starving Jews. 

While in London, M. Stanczyk was received by Lord 
Halifax, to whom he tendered the thanks of the Polish 
Government for the British Government's £100,000 con- 
tribution. He also saw representatives of Polish-Jewish 
bodies in London. 


DEATH OF A POLISH RABBI 
Bayoneted by Nazis 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency has published details of 
the murder by the Nazis in Poland of Rabbi Mendel 
Morgenstern, of Wengrow, father of Rabbi S. D. 
Morgenstern, of the Beth Jacob Synagogue, Glasgow. 
Rabbi Morgenstern was conscripted by Nazi soldiers for 
compulsory work on the Day of Atonement (September 23) 


and was beaten in the street because he was not quick . 


enough. Later he was bayoneted by a German soldier 
for being “ too lazy.” He was 52 years old.

Duke of Kent at Montague 
Burton's 


H.R.H. the Duke of Kent paid a surprise visit to the 
clothing factory of Messrs. Montague Burton, Ltd., 
Hudson Road, Leeds, on Friday, when he was welcomed 
by Sir Montague Burton. The Duke spent more than 
an hour visiting the main departments and stopped for 
a chat with several of the workpeople. He was parti- 
cularly interested in the large amount of khaki military 
clothing being made. 

The visit had been planned in the strictest secrecy, 
and it was not until the Duke walked through the 
various rooms in the factory that the people working 
there knew of his visit. [he vast crowds of employees 
gave him a tumultuous reception, and when he finally 
departed, driving the car himself, he was cheered by 
thousands of the workpeople. 


No Jewish Conscientious 
Objectors in Leeds 


“We haven't seen a Jew here as a conscientious 
objector to military service yet!” exclaimed Judge W. 
Stewart, Chairman of the Leeds Conscientious 
Objectors’ Tribunal, at its first sitting last week. The 
list included about 230 names from West and East 
Yorkshire. . ‘ 

In reply to an objector who said he would not defend 
his country against invasion because he felt that if there 
were no resistance there would be no slaughter and no 
one would thus suffer, the Judge said: “ What about the 
Jews? Wouldn't. they suffer if Hitler marched into 
this country?” There was no reply. 

When told by an official that there were no Jews in 
the list, the Judge said: “Not a single one. Ht is a 
remarkable thing.”

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tinued, or abolished, or modified? Only the future cin 
supply an answer. But should the “ National Council ” 
ever be installed in Germany, it is at least possible to 
construct out of the known views of the politicians 
concerned some probable outline of this hypothetical 
regime's attitude towards Jews. 

There are on record statements on the Jewish 

vestion by both Dr. Strasser and Dr. Rauschning. 
ese indicate, in the final analysis, not the complete 
rehabilitation of German Jewry but rather the restrain- 
ing of the more extreme forms of discrimination and the 
restoration of certain elementary rights. They point 
on the whole to a return to the Jewish status in Germany 
in the years preceding the total emancipation of 1870. 

In an editorial article in one of the 1936 issues of his 
Devutscne Revoiution, Dr. Strasser put forward, at 
length, his “ solution ” of the Jewish question, which, he 
declared, was one of the most urgent problems that 
Germany would have to solve “after Hitler.” 

A return to the pre-Hitler position was neither 
possible nor right, Dr. Strasser alleged. A new order 
could succeed only if it were based on the national 
(voelkisch) principle. He suggested the creation of 


three distinct categories of Jews in Germany: The first 


would be treated as foreigners in conformity (so he 
declared) with the ideas of Zionism, which should be 
regarded by the “ new ” Germany as the official national 
representative of “national” Jews. The second 
category would be treated as a national minority, with 
the same rights as other national minorities in Germany. 
The third category, because of their entire assimilation, 
would be treated as Germans. Every member of a 
national minority would, on reaching his majority, be 
given the opportunity of deciding for himself whether 
he would like to be considered a German or a foreign 
citizen. 
Strasser's Invitation to Jews 


In conclusion, Dr, Strasser declared that in that way 
“ we, the fighters of the Black Front, offer the German 
Jews our hand and ask them to work with us to bring 
about this solution of the Jewish question.” 

There is no indication that Dr. Strasser has since 
modified his plan for dealing with the question, so that 
it may be taken to represent his present view. If this 
policy were implemented, it appears that all Jews who 
professed Zionism would, according to this plan, be 
placed in the first category. However, unless they were 
at the same time granted Palestinian citizenship, they 
would automatically become Stateless, with all the dis- 
abilities. that that status—or rather absence of status— 
involves, Still more important, there is no method sug- 
gested whereby the remaining Jews would be divided 
into the second and third categories, nor any indication 
of any standard whereby the extent of assimilation of

each individual case is to be assessed. The plan appears 
to offer many loopholes for discrimination. A clear 
statement that Jews, like all other inhabitants of 
Germany, are entitled to full rights would have been 
far more satisfactory and reassuring. 

Dr. Rauschning has not, as far as 1 am aware, out- 


lined any specific plans for dealing with the Jews, 


although it is clear that he repudiates anti-Semitism and 
anti-Jewish terrorism. However, in his book “Germany's 
Revolution of Destruction,” he shows himself as being 
in favour of a partial restoration of Jewish rights, some- 
what on the lines of Dr. Strasser. “It is the duty of 
every practical politician to think out the problem of 
anti-Semitism, if not from the ethical or any other side, 
at least from the side of its practical consequences,” he 
writes. “It will be especially the duty of a conservative 
politician to go into the question whether Jewry really 
is an agent of disintegration, as is the mistaken popular 
idea, and not in at least an equal degree an element of 
conservation and order. . . . Such a method [Nazism] 
of treating a section of the population, flouting all ideas 
of legality and the deep-rooted conceptions of personal 
dignity, freedom, and security, simply means opening 
the door to revolution and anarchy. 


Restoring Conception of Legality 

“What has been done cannot, however, be undone,” 
adds Dr. Rauschning, “ and its destructive effects on the 
whole nation cannot be escaped. But-a satisfactory 
restoration of the conception of legality could probably 
bar the way to further disintegration. ... No doubt 
the Jewish question, especially that of the parasitic [sic] 
elements in the Jewish lower class, represents a grave 
and difficult problem for the practical politician. But 
these questions are capable of solution within the frame- 
work of European civilisation.” 3 


Should the “National Council” be successfully 
formed, the Jews will expect it to issue a clear and | 


positive statement of policy on the Jewish question, for 
the very lives of hundreds of thousands of Jews, not 
only in Germany but also in the neighbouring countries, 
may well be ultrmately concerned.

IN MEMORY 


OF 1914 — 1918 


For the first time for many years the annual parade of 
Anglo-Jewish ex-Servicemen and the march to the Cenotaph 
in Whitehall were cancelled. 

Last Sunday (writes a Jewish CHRONICLE representative) 
there was a brief ceremony in place of the parade. Promptly 
at noon, the police on duty at the Cenotaph held up the 
traffic for a few moments while the two Jewish V.C.s, 
Lieut. Leonard Keysor and Private Jack White (who had 
travelled specially from Manchester), placed a wreath of 
laurels and poppies in the shape of a Magen David and 


bearing the inscription, “In memory of British Jews who 
died in the War,” at the foot of the Cenotaph. 

Among those present at this brief ceremony in honour 
of the fallen were Major J. B. Brunel Cohen (National 
Treasurer of the British Legion), Capt. Henry Isaac and 
Mrs. Henry Isaac, R.R.C.. Mr. Sam. Strump (formerly of 
Glasgow), and Messrs. Marks and Charkin. Scores of 
people walking past the Cenotaph at the time.stood in 
respectful silence as the Jewish wreath was placed in 
position. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


COURAGE 


Dangerous times demand courage. Never did 
humanity—democratic, peace-loving, freedom-cherish- 
ing humanity—require this heroic virtue in greater 
measure. The more callous, unscrupulous, and ruth- 
less the aggressor the stauncher must the defender’s 
heart be. “Be strong and of good courage!” was 
Moses’s last testament to Joshua. Courage is a vital 
prerequisite of victory. No struggle has ever been won 
without it. But who shall define it? What is courage? 

There is a popular rhyme which may not inaptly be 
recalled in these days of increasing strain: 

It is easy —- to be pleasant 
When life goes by hike a song, 
But the man worth while 
Is the man who can smile 
When everything goes dead wrong. 

It requires a stout heart to meet adversity with a 
smile. Many a man who will face pain with a set jaw 
and in the intoxicating hour of battle will be prepared 
to make the supreme sacrifice will yet quail before the 
first stroke of misfortune and be abject with fear when 
the darkness of tribulation sets in. Such a man has 
the physical courage of the hunter or the animal at 
bay but not the manliness to “lose and start again at 
your beginnings.” To work for victory when all 
hope seems lost is to possess a higher courage than | 
that of the mere fighter. That is moral courage. 

Moral courage transcends physical courage;. but is 
it all? Does it reach the peak of man’s bravery? 

The Bible tells of still another kind of courage, a 
courage that exceeds all others, a courage that raises 
man from earth to Heaven. The immortal story is told 
in our Sidra. 


“Jacob went forth .. .”. He was a man who loved 
his tent; he loved the peace of home-life, the tranquillity 
of culture and civilisation. But, fitting sire of the tribe 
of the wandering foot, he was compelled to take up the 
traveller’s staff, to become a fugitive. Compelled! 
Compelled by his own brother, who sought his life! 

‘The farther he proceeded from home, the darker it 
grew. “The sun set.” It was inevitable: what light 
could shine in a world in which brother pursued 
brother? The moral light of the world was eclipsed; 
of what avail was any other light? Jacob's strength 
failed him; he sought rest and forgetfulness. But the 
hard earth was his only bed; stones were his only 
pillows. In such circumstances men become bitter. 
They continue to fight. But they neither expect 
nor grant quarter. In such times men become armed 
beasts, human war-machines. This is the hour of real 
defeat. -Even if the enemy is crushed, the victor ts no 
less a victim. For the conqueror’s God-given spirit has 
been vanquished. This is war's greatest danger and 


- penalty. To avert it needs more than physical or even 


moral fortitude. It demands the spiritual courage of a 
Jacob. 

For the stones did not bruise Jacob’s spirit; the night 
did not darken the light of his inner vision. He dreamt 
his dream of God and of Faith. He saw the ladder 
reaching from Earth to Heaven. 

Our Father Jacob’s courage was the highest of all, 
because the hardest of all to attain. It was the spiritual 
resolution not to lose sight of the Ideal in an un-ideal 
world, of the Good in a world of evil, of the Holy in a 
world polluted by every infamy. It was the inner 
strength of soul which bade him determine to fashion 
out of the stones of his present suffering not a weapon 


of reprisal but a Sanctuary of Peace. It was this 


spiritual courage that enabled him to become the 


.. progenitor of a greater race and lay the foundations of 


a truer world. 

In these grim days of war we are all soldiers. Let us 
face the stern realities of conflict with the same unflinch- 
ing physical courage that our ancestors of old showed. 
War brings its inevitable reverses as well as successes; 
hardships and sorrows accumulate; adversity carries on 
an unabating war of attrition against the morale of a 
nation. Let us at such times have the moral courage to 
smile though everything appear to go dead wrong, and 
without a complaining word to start again at our 
beginnings. But, above all, we must not permit the 
immediacy of combat to make us lose sight of the 
ultimate Ideal for which we are fighting. Ours is a 
Battle of the Lord, a Holy War of righteousness. A 
better world must emerge from the ruins of the old. A 
Temple must be built from the stones of our tribulation. . 
This applies to the world as a whole; but it holds good, 
with added force, for that smaller world which ts 
Israel's, and for that Ideal which spells the hope of the 
renewal of our ancient glories. Our Galut must be 
liquidated; our Restoration must be completed. But 
these things can come to pass only through spiritual 
idealism, through the Divine Vision seen in the darkness 
of night, through Religious Faith that never falters. 
The People that has the courage to see the Vision will 
also hear the Voice pronouncing: “And behold, I am 
with thee, and will keep thee whithersoever thou goest, 
and will bring thee again into this land; for I will not 
leave thee until I have done that which I have spoken 
to thee of.” 
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Obituary 


DR. ISAIAH WASSILEVSKY 
(Manchester) 


Hebrew Scholar and Pioneer Zionist 


[From our Correspondent] 


One of the pioneers of the English Zionist movement 
and a prominent re in Manchester Jewish life, 
Dr. Isaiah Wassilevsky, 
passed away suddenly 
last week, at the age 
of 63. 

The deceased came 
from Berditchev, where, 
as a young man, he was 
regarded as “Ilui” on 
account of the excellence 
of his Hebrew scholar- 
ship. He soon became 
active in the Russian 
Zionist movement and 
attended the first Zionist 
Congress at Basle. In 
1900 he was one of the 
Russian delegates to the 
4th Zionist Congress in 
London, and shortly afterwards he settled in Manchester, 
where he opened the first Hebrew school in England 

on the Ivrith b’Ivrith system. In 1903 he published “ The 
Hebrew Teacher,” and in 1909 “ The Pupil’s Friend,” 
textbooks illustrating the new system of teaching Hebrew 
as a living language. 

Dr. Wassilevsky convened in 1909 the first Modern 
Hebrew Conference to be held in England, and in many 
other ways he worked actively to promote the Tarbuth 
movement in this country. For many years he was a 
regular contributor to the Hebrew — newspapers 
HaMacoip, Hayenupi, and 
(under the pen-name of “ Ben-Amotz”™) and he pub- 
lished in booklet form several essays on “ Modern 
Hebrew Literature.” “‘ Chassidism,” “ Hebrew Poetry of 
To-day,” “ Elijah—Prophet and Myth,” and “ Ezekiel 
—Priest and Prophet.” 

He translated many extracts from Yiddish literature 
into Hebrew and has left several. unpublished transla- 
tions into Hebrew of poems by Keats and Wordsworth. 

Dr. Wassilevsky was a personal friend of many Jewish 
scholars and writers, including Brainin, Sholem 
Aleichem, Haham Dr. M. Gaster, Nahum Sokolow, and 
Joseph Massel, the Manchester Hebrew poet and 
printer. In the pre-war years, he was a member of 
the Council of the English Zionist Federation and 
Chairman of the Manchester Zionist Association, where 
he collaborated in the early Zionist campaigns with Dr. 
Weizmann. 


Some Famous Pupils 


The deceased not only introduced the children of 
many leading Manchester Jewish families to a know- 
ledge of Hébrew literature but also by his own devo- 
tion to his people and heritage he inspired many 
younger men to give service to the Jewish community. 
Perhaps the most famous of his pupils are Louis Golding 
and Maurice Samuel. He had one of the finest private 
libraries in Manchester, not only of Hebrew and Yiddish, 
but also of general world literature. Dr. Wassilevsky 
was President, in 1937, of the Dr. Moses Gaster Lodge 
of B’nai B’rith, and Chairman of the Books Committee 
of its Exhibition and Jewish Book Week held last year. 
He founded an organisation called “Watchmen of 
Israel” to promote the boycott of German Goods and 
Services and the establishment of international safe- 
guards for national minorities. He served as a member 
of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews for many 
years, and was associated with the Order of Ancient 
Maccabeans. He was a highly respected member of 
the Higher Crumpsall Hebrew Congregation. 

Dr. Wassilevsky was a frequent lecturer on Jewish 
subjects both in and outside the Jewish community. 
He wis for several years an active member of the Man- 
chester Egyptian and Oriental Society. He leaves a 
widow, two sons (Saul and Maurice M. Wassey, 
London), and three daughters (Frances and Sarah, Man- 
chester, and Leila, Tel-Aviv). - 


We have received a number of tributes to the memory 
of Dr. Wassilevsky, of which the following are extracts: 


Dr. SAMUEL DaicHEs: 

Isaiah Wassilevsky had a consuming love for the Jewish 
people and for the Hebrew language and literature. He was 
one of the pioneers of Modern Hebrew teaching in this 
country and he taught with fiery zeal. He gave to his work 
his heart, his soul, and his strength. His Zionism was like 
a burning flame. One could see that his physical strength 
was being sapped by his zealous work and by his feeling 
for the sufferings of his people. But his enthusiasm was 
undiminished. Wassilevsky’s life and work will not be 
forgotten. He was one of the notable contributions that 


Russian Jewry made towards the spiritual enrichment of 


Anglo-Jewry. 


Raset Dr. ALEXANDER ALTMANN: 

Manchester Jewry has lost a man who was possessed by 
a passion to reveal the beauty and depth of Judaism to 
the Jewish people. He himself penetrated deep into the 
recesses of the Jewish spirit and made many stirring appeals, 
epecially to the younger generation, to play their part in 
the rebirth of the Jewish people. Dr. Wassilevsky deserves 
that his memory should be kept as that of a devoted and 


— worker for Judaism and a lover of Zion and of 
srael. 


Raset Dr. S. M. Lenrman: 

My old friend Isaiah Wassilevsky was the most true type 
of Maskil that Manchester possessed, and nothing gave 
him greater joy than to spend long hours in his study with 
some friends or ex-pupils, debating and discussing Israel's 
eternal problems. Had Wassilevsky hankered after cheap 
popularity, it could easily have been his: but his firm 
decision was to compromise with none and to pander to 
nobody's prejudice. 


Raper K, Rosen: 

Dr. Wassilevsky was a type of idealist who did not seek 
the plaudits of the crowd to sound as sweet music in ‘his 
ears. He preached Zionism when that cause was not 


fashionable, and broke the barriers of scorn and derision é 


so that others might follow his path. He taught Hebrew 
by the Ivrith b'Ivrith method when to do so was an invita- 
tion for bigoted opposition and hostility. Even when lying 
upon the bed from which he was destined never to arise, 
his thoughts were always turning to the sufferings of 
persecuted Jewry, Palestine and Hebrew education, all of 
which formed the main interest of his life. 


THE LATE PROFESSOR NEUMANN 


“S.R.L.” writes: 

Dr. Neumann was, after the advent of the Nazi regime, 
one of the main supports of persecuted Vienna Jewry, 
which was his constant concern. His visit to New York, 
where he died, was in order to seek aid for the Jews. “I 
will not abandon Vienna so long as a single Jew remains 
in it,” he said. 

Besides Dr. Léwenherz, the head of the local 
Community, he was the only person who had access to the 
Gestapo authorities when it was a question of intervening 
on behalf of the Jews. Although he held no official position 
in the local Community-——he declined such office—he was 
an observing and pious Jew. His wife, a former operatic 
singer, carefully attended to the kashrut of his meat, which 
he obtained from the kasher butchers in the Schiffgasse. 
Originally. non-Jewish, Frau Neumann was converted to 
Judaism on the occasion of. her marriage to the Professor. 
On the High Festivals, he and his young son regularly 
attended the services at the Orthodox Schiffschule. Among 
his favoured patients were Polish wonder-Rabbis, whose 
modest taxis mingled outside his door in the Oppolzergasse 
with the Rolls-Royces of kings and potentates. On 
March 12, 1938, the street. saw the arrival of a different 
type of vehicle—a Gestapo car which was to take him to 
the Nazi police headquarters. During his fortnight’s 
imprisonment, his.good humour never left him, and he 
brought comfort to his fellow-prisoners. 


One of the Professor's former patients writes: 

The medical treatment carried out by. the late. Dr. 
Neumann was done in a most informal way. Friends and 
relatives who came with a patient were allowed to remain 
in the surgery. The doctor used to chat with them while 
he examined the patient, who was even permitted to join in 
the conversation. Dr. Neumann would offer green 
eucalyptus gums to the patient and the onlookers. The 
patient always sighed with relief when he saw the Professor 
handing round the big round tin containing the gums, 
for he knew it meant the end of the examination. When 


a grateful woman patient asked Dr. Neumann one day 


what gift she could present to him, he suggested a Kraut- 
strudel (a cabbage dish) prepared in genuine Jewish manner. 
The dish was made with great ceremony and an abundance 


of goose fat, and the Professor received it with great 


amusement. A small boy of an Orthodox Jewish family 
who had travelled a long way to be treated by the Pro- 
fessor cried bitterly when he told him that his tonsils would 
have to be removed.. Dr. Neumann fingered the boy’s long 
side-locks, and said: “If 1 cut these off you would have 
reason to cry, but surely not for your tonsils...” All 
his patients were treated in the same good-humoured way, 
inspiring them with confidence in the doctor's power. 


Mr. Maurice Sorssy ‘writes: 

Heiarich Neumann’s life epitomises the glory and the 
tragedy of Central European Jewry. Cradled in the Vienna 
School of Medicine, there fell on his shoulders the mantle 
of his great teacher Politzer, the father of Oto-Laryngology. 
Neumann, with his epoch-making work on brain abscess, 
was but’one of a galaxy of Jewish workers who have en- 
riched this particular study. His desire to settle in England 
was unfortunately not fulfilled. The Home Office was willing 
to extend special facilities to him, but Neumann's wish to 
be put on the Medical Register without examination, so 
that he could practise, was a difficulty that could not be 
overcome. Thus, New York was his last home. Unlike 
many of the distinguished Central European Jews, he had an 
intense Jewish consciousness, and I vividly remember his 
satisfaction with the recognition that the Jewish doctors 
of London gave him on his visit here in 1930. Like the 
great scientist that he was, Neumann recognised that science 
is but an aspect of humanitarianism, that the whole is 
greater than its component parts, that life is more than, any 
of its activities. It is to this fundamental trait in his outlook, 
which was a favourable influence on all who came in con- 
tact with him, that, as a past student, I ask to pay this 
tribute. 


As we were going to press, we were informed of the 
death, on Tuesday night, following an accident, of the Rev. 
Victor Schlesinger, Chazan of the Higher Broughton Syna- 

ue, Manchester, at the age of 56. An obituary notice 
will be published next week.

REGENT’S PARK SCHOOL 
Transferred to the Country

Before the outbreak of war the Regent's Park School 
was established in Hampstead and its activities were those 
of town school——museums, lectures, plays, and so on. Now 
and then the children would be taken by. train into the 
country for the day. But now they are actually in nature's 
own museum, and have aljl around them the drama of wild 
life. They have seventeen acres and miles of open land 
beyond, in their new home at Ripple Vale, Kent. 

In their school work, the pupiis are still preparing for 
the public schools, and there is a senior school for the 
school certificate. The syllabus is rather more practical 
now. General science has replaced parts of the classical 
studies, and botany and zoology have been started with 
enthusiasm. 

The School has lost nothing of the Jewish life which is 
so much part of it, and Hebrew and Scripture are taught. 
Arrangements are being made for their own services to

Guiding and Helping the Soldier 
WORKING WITH JEWISH CHAPLAINCY 


In THe Jewisa Curonicte of October 27, a letter 
appeared over the signature of Mr. Lionel de Roths- 
child recording the fact that the Jewish War-Services 
Committee has been re-established. 

Information has now been given to a JewisH CHRONICLE 
representative from an authoritative source on the 


. activities this Committee will undertake for the benefit of 


the Jewish members of the serving Forces. 

In peace-time there was a body known as “H.M. Forces 
Committee,” which was. under the Chairmanship of Dr. 
Charles Myers, and dealt, in conjunction with the Senior 
Jewish Chaplain, with all problems affecting Jewish 
members of H.M. Forces. That body was really a Sub- 
Committee of the Visitation Committee. which represents 
the London Jewish Community. 

With the expansion. however, of the Chaplain’s work 
when a state of emergency arose, it was felt that a stronger 
Committee was necessary, and, therefore, the Chief Rabbi, 
with the approval of the War Office, appointed a Jewish 
War Services Committee similar to the one which functioned 
during the last war. : 


Selection of Commissioned Chaplains 


The first task of the present Committee will be the selec- 
tion of men for recommendation to the War Office for 
commissions as Chaplains at home and overseas. Then 
there is the selection and appointment of Ministers for 
Jewish men in the camps nearest to their districts. 

A difficulty arises in this connection from the fact that 
sO many camps are far removed from any Jewish ceritre, 
and the necessary travel involves expenditure which has 
to be met by the Jewish Community. 

The Committee will also be engaged in the keeping of 
records of all Jews serving in the Forces, which will entail 
the employment of considerable clerical assistance, the 
expense of which, again, has to be met by the Jewish 
Community. 


Hospitality for Men on Leave 


Providing hospitality for Jews who.may find themselves 
stranded away from their homes is another problem to 
tackle. This will involve the co-operation not only. of 
Jewish Communities but also of individual Jewish families 
in Outlying districts. The Committee would like to see 
that any Jewish soldier who is on leave in a Jewish centre 
or is stationed near a city should have entry into a Jewish 
circle where he can make friendly contacts and come under 
the influence of the traditions of the Jewish faith. 

The Senior Jewish Chaplain, Dayan M. Gollop, and 
Rabbi Dr. L. Rabinowitz, who for some years now has 
assisted Dayan Gollop in his Chaplaincy duties, are work- 
ing in close collaboration with the new Committee. 

Dayan Gollop served in the last war, first as a Chaplain 
to the easiern counties and then as a commissioned Chap- 
lain On active service overseas, He rejoined the Army in 
1923, and has since devoted a great deal of his time to 
the spiritual needs of all the Jews scattered throughout 
His Majesty's Forces. On the outbreak of war he was at 
once called up as a Territorial Army Officer. Rabbi Dr. 
Rabinowitz was commissioned as a Territorial Army Chap- 


lain over ten years ago, and on the outbreak of the war he — 


also was called up. 

By the time the Committee was formed the Senior 
Chaplain had already obtained the collaboration of some 
forty Jewish Ministers in the visiting of .military camps 
and depots. 

In spite of all the efforts of Chaplains to get in touch 
with every serving Jew, there must be many who will escape 


their notice unless people take the trouble to communicate 
to the Senior Chaplain’s office (at Woburn House, Upper 
Woburn Place, London, W.C.1) the names of their relations 
who may not yet have heard from a Chaplain. 

it is hardly necessary to stress the need for parents to 
meke sure that their sons are registered as Jews in 
the fighting Services, so that all sorts of unfortunate com- 
plications should not arise. 

Since its formation the Committee has been busy on 
problems arising out of the increasing number of Jews 
serving in H.M. Forces. 

It should be added that every Jewish soldier receives from 
the Committee a Soldier's Prayer-Book, and, through the 
kindness of the Chief Rabbi, a copy of his Book of Jewish 
Thoughts.

Records and Chaplaincy 


From Major WILLIAM SCHONFIELD 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE. 


Sirn.—Forgive nie for again encroaching upon your 
valuable space. 

You urge, in a recent issue, the necessity for all Jewish 
members of the Forces sending full particulars of themselves 
to the Jewish Chaplain’s Office, to, among other things, 
enable the Community to rebut any accusation now or 
in the future that Jews were not doing or had not done 
“their bit.” 

Though an excellent suggestion, | claim that we cannot 
entirely depend upon this method for our records. In the 
last War b consulted the heads of other religious bodies, 
whose adherents, like ours, were distributed over the forces, 
and the result was a scheme by which the various com- 
mands, through the units under their control, supplied the 
necessary nominal rolls, augmented by returns from 
chaplains, visiting ministers and hospital visitors. 

As to the spiritual needs of our men, complaints have 
also reached me that no chaplains had been seen or heard 
of at certain stations or training centres, and on.enquiry the 


answer received has been, that no Jewish chaplains were © 


available in those districts. 

If there should be a dearth of suitable ministers to hil 
these posts, I suggest that a number of capable gentlemen 
over military age be. authorised to act as such “for the 
duration.” There were many who did so in the last War 
when need arose, and proved that they could admirably 
and tactfully meet the spiritual requirements of the Jewish 
troops.

IDENTITY DISCS FOR JEWISH SOLDIERS 
| Representations to War Office 


According to a report in the DatLy TELEGRAPH «AND 
MORNING Post, representations have been made to the War 
Office regarding the identity disc of Jewish soldiers in the 
British Army. The. soldier’s identity disc gives his 
regimental number, his name, and his religion. There are 
large numbers of Jews in the Army. Their faith is given 
as “Jew.” The wisdom at this time of clearly identifying 
them in this way is questioned. It is suggested, for instance. 
that should any of the Jews be taken prisoners of war they 
might fare worse than the members of the Christian faith. 

The official view is understood to be that it is difficult 
to do other than clearly to specify the soldier's religion; 
that the soldier’s uniform would be respected; and that his 
treatment, following military tradition, would be different 
from that which would probably be given a civilian.

EDUCATION 


Town and Country Difficulties 
EVACUEES WARNED AGAINST RETURN 


At a meeting of the Jewish Religious Education 
Board, held on Thursday of last week in the Board 
Room of the Hendon Synagogue, Mr. Herbert M. Adler 
was to have submitted a report on what was happening, 
from the Jewish religious point of view, in the recep- 
tion areas. Dr. Nathaniel Lucas, the President, however, 
announced that, owing to a chill, Mr. Adler, the Director 
of Jewish Education, was unable to attend the meeting. 

There had been a good deal of difficulty, said Dr. Lucas, 
as there had been in every area, with all children. But 
very largely, owing to the work of the organisations com- 
prising the Joint Emergency Committee, a great deal had 
been done and classes had actually been started, including 
those which afforded opportunities for religious worship. 
In one or two classes where teachers were not available 
some of the older children had held services for the younger 
ones. 

In the absence of Mr. Adler, the meeting agreed to 
defer discussion of the whole question until they had heard 
his statement. 

The Rev. S. Levy strongly urged that there should be an 
early meeting of the Board to deal with a number of 
questions which he wanted to raise. With Mr. Adler absent, 
however, he wished just to refer to them and reserve his 
comments. 

First, he said that sympathetic treatment ought to be given 
to those teachers who, because of evacuation or for other 
reasons, were unable to continue their services with the 
Board in present conditions. There was another class of 
teacher who had not.evacuated, whose engagements were 
terminated, and who were still able and willing to give 
their services to the Board. 


Children Still in London 


There was the whole problem, he continued, of the 
over .fifty per cent. of Jewish children who had not been 
evacuated and were roaming about the streets. And there 
was the problem of reopening the Board's classes in L.C.C. 
schools and the great opportunity which it would afford 
the Board of -ultimately having: Hebrew and religious 
education in Council schools in school hours. 

Dr. Lucas said that as soon as Mr. Adler had retovered, 
he proposed to have another meeting of the Board. 

Mr. Levy .ugreed to Dr. Lucas’s suggestion that he send 
in a notice of motion proposing that the matters he had 
raised be dealt with. — 

Dr. Lucas said he felt that he would far rather do all 
he could to encourage the children to remain in the country 
and to concentrate their efforts of educating them there. 
Directly they began to dilute their country efforts by 
starting education in London, they were going to encourage 
the children to come back, and this. was not desired by 
the State. 

The Rev. I. Livingstone raised the question of those 
children who remained in the neutral areas, while Mr. A. I. 


Bard asked if it would not be possible immediately to open 


a few classes so as to give an opportunity to those children 
in town to receive a few hours’ Hebrew instruction a week. 

It was stated that there would »e printed a new edition 
(the sixteenth) of Singer's Prayer-book in order to ensure 
a continuity of supply. ;

Grave Developments in 
Palestine 


BREACH OF TRUCE ALLEGED 


Rigorous Enforcement of 
White Paper 


[By a Correspondent} 


Mr. David Ben Gurion, Chairman of the Zionist 
Executive, arrived in London early this week. His 
visit was decided upon by the Palestine Executive of the 
Agency, hurriedly and unexpectedly, a few days before 
the scheduled and long-awaited meeting of the smaller 
Zionist Council, which has had to be postponed pending 
his return. What is causing surprise is that Mr. Ben 
Gurion’s. departure should have followed so rapidly the 
arrival in Jerusalem of Mr. Berl Locker (of the political 
department of the London Executive), who has gone 
to Palestine to report on the position and attend the 
meeting of the General Council. 

it is assumed in well-informed circles that Mr. Ben 
Gurion’s hurried visit to London is due to the worsening 
of the political and economic situation in Palestine, and 
especially to the increasing difficulties which are 

. developing between the Agency and the Palestine 
Government. Much anxiety is being felt in the Yishuy 
on account of this. 

It seems that the Palestine Government, acting on 


instructions from London, is adamant in its determina-’ 


tion to implement the White Paper. In this it is com- 
pletely disregarding the truce between the Agency and 
the British Government on this subject. It is also 
brushing aside the Zionist argument that the report of 
the Mandates Commission has neither been approved 
by the Council of the League nor presented as promised 
to the House of Commons. 


Land Sales Restrictions 


After rigidly enforcing the provisions of the White 
Paper regarding immigration and refusing to amend the 
suspension of the next immigration schedule, as punish- 
ment for the illegal immigration, the Palestine Govern- 
ment, everything indicates, now intends to commence 
the carrying out of the recommendations concerning 
the restriction of land sales. 7 

The Government's refusal to give any practical 
assistance to the Yishuv so as to bridge over the crisis, 
especially financial assistance ‘to agriculture and 
industry, is another factor which. is considerably affect- 
ing relations with the Government. 

The severe sentences passed by the military courts 
recently upon forty-three members of Haganah, of 
whom one was sentenced to imprisonment for life, 
followed, as they have been, by the release of a number 
of Arabs from detention camps, have caused a wave of 
indignation among the Jewish population. Jews cannot 
understand the attitude of the authorities in the face of 
the practical expressions of Jewish loyalty and co-opera- 
tion with Great Britain in these trying times. The 
release of Arabs from detention camps, it is feared, is a 
premature step because, though there is a general 
improvement in the internal security of Palestine, the 
attacks on Jews and Jewish settlements have not yet 
been entirely discontinued. | 

It is feared that the negotiations for a pact of 
understanding with the Arabs which have been con- 
ducted lately in London between the Egyptian 

Ambassador and the Foreign Office, and in Baghdad 

between General Nuri Pasha and the British repre- 

sentative, are already having their effect, on the 

Government's policy in Palestine. 


Representations to Britain 


Mr. Ben *Gurion’s visit to London is, it is believed, 
largely for the purpose of making urgent representations 
to the British Government as to the position in the 
country, which is taking a grave turn. 


As to the economic crisis in Palestine, which finds its 


expression in constantly growing unemployment, 
especially in the citrus branch of agriculture, though it 
IS serious it could easily be alleviated. If. sufficient 
Shipping for the export of oranges is provided and if 
Jewry abroad comes generously and speedily to the 
rescue the position will quickly change. 

Urgent steps, it is understood, are being taken now in 
London and New York to raise considerable sums for 
Palestine, both in long-term credits and in the form of 
immediate relief. 

_ Mr. Ben Gurion will discuss with his colleagues, 
besides the political and economic problems, questions 


relating to the internal situation in the Zionist Move- 
ment and in Palestine. Though considerable progress 
has been achieved in securing a greater measure of unity 
and co-operation in the Yishuv there is still a great deal 
of dissension and discontent. 

The need for complete unity and for a centralised 
direction of Jewish and Zionist affairs remains the main 
problem of the responsible leaders of the Zionist 
Movement. The reshuffling and extension of the 
Executives of the Zionist Organisation and the Jewish 
Agency is only one part of this exceedingly important 
problem. 

.A meeting of the Zionist Executive, in which Dr. 
Weizmann (who will soon be leaving for the United 
States), Mr. Ben Gurion, Mr. Shertok, Professor 
Brodetsky, and Dr. Goldmann will participate, will take 
place at the end of the week.

A meeting of the executive of the Torah Va Avodah 
Organisation was held at 128, Ambhurst Road, E8 (by 
permission of Mrs. Richman), Mr. M. Silverstone presiding. 

It was reported that there had recently been received 
from the HaPoel HaMizrachi colony of Tirat Zvi copies 
of an illustrated booklet describing the work of the out- 
post settlement and written by its members to commemorate 
the Yahrzeits of the heroes killed in its defence. Arrange- 
ments have been made for the effective distribution of the 
booklet, the proceeds of which are to be devoted to Tirat 
Zvi itself. 

Mr. J. Sklan, Bachad Commissioner, reported on the 
progress at the Training Farm at Gwrych Castle, where 
there are now some 200 children and Chalutzim undergoing 
agricultural training, and on the position of the Bet 
Chalutz of Bachad. Owing to the war, the maintenance 
grants to the latter by-the Agricultural Aid Committee 
had been considerably re@uced, but with careful economy 
it would be possible to carry on. 

The Chairman reported on the functioning of the con- 
stituent branches in London and the Provinces, which were 
recommencing activities. Conditions were more or less 
normal as regards the provinces, particularly in Manchester 
and Glasgow. Mr. M Richman undertook responsibility 
for one of the groups in which the North London Society, 
would henceforth function.

SAVING THE CHILDREN 
Youth Aliyah’s Vital Training Work 


Everyone is familiar with the work of the Youth Aliyah 
in rescuing children from the Naz: Reich and in preparing 
therm for life in Palestine. Since the war, their rescue work 
has been seriously hampered, and much stress is accordingly 
being placed on retraining. A special Hachsharah Com- 
mittee, which is in charge of, all matters yeep. to the 
training farms in England for Youth Aliyah boys and girls, 
has been formed. It is called the British Council of the 
Young Pioneer Movement for Palestine, and represented 
on it are all the organisations which have Youth Aliyah as 
part of their programme. Mrs. I. M. Sieff, of the Women's 
Appeal Committee, is the Chairman. 

There are twenty-four children at the Hale Nurseries, near 
Salisbury. The proprietor, a non-Jew, has found them so 
satisfactory that he has, | am assured, added ten to his 
original quota and made himself the Youth Aliyah propa- 
gandist for the neighbourhood, These children are doimg 
jobs for which there is a shortage of labour. 

There are also some children at Gwrych Castle, near 
Liandudno, North Wales. They get on very well with their 
neighbours and are rapidly picking up Welsh. As one local 
farmer said: “ The thicker the accent, the better the Welsh.” 
Czech children at Great Engham farm have been very 
helpful in filling sandbags. A group which was asked to 
fill 1.000 bags did twice that number in the time allotted. 

There is a strong Youth Alivah campaign in South Africa, 
where nearly £50,000 has been raised; and a campaign is 
being launched in Australia under the patronage of Lady 
isaacs and Se Samuel Cohen. 

The Seve the Children Fund and the Quakers are very 
active in Germany trving to get children, Jewish and non- 
jewish. owt. American friends are very. active at their 
centre in Vienna in trying to get children to the U.S.A. 
They are being assisted by the Swedish and Danish 
authorities. The Danish Government, a few weeks before 
the outbreak of war, gave permission for 300 Youth Aliyah 
children from Germany to be admitted into Denmark for 
a one-year period of agricultural training, prior to re- 
emigration to Palestine. 


“ PALESTINE AND THE WAR” 


Mr. M. Shertok (Head of the Political Department of the 
Executive of the Jewish Agency, Jerusalem) gave an 
address on “Palestine and the War” at the Anglo- 
Palestinian Club on Saturday evening. 

The Rev, M. L. Perlzweig, who presided, said that the 
Anglo-Jewish Community had done pitiably little in the 
last two months to play its part in the consolidation and 
extension of their work in Palestine. 

Zionists felt it their duty everywhere to throw in their 
lot with the Allied Governments, in the struggle for the 
restoration of democracy and international good faith. But 
it would be the gravest mistake to suppose that that attitude 
meant they were prepared to yield in the struggle for the 
fulfilment of the pledges mace to them. 

Mr. Shertok supported this view and said that the Jewish 
Agency, their Executive in Jerusalem, and the ‘Keren 
Hayesod were now faced with financial tasks of quite an 
unprecedented magnitude and they really had to act as

Zionist Activities Neglected 


BLIND EYE TO PALESTINE’S 
NEED 


[From a Correspondent] 


Before this war started, I was in fairly close touch 
with Zionist activities in England. That contact has 
been severed for all practical purposes by the necessities 
of National Service. Of one thing I was certain, how- 
ever, and that was that Zionist activities would go on. 

And yet, before this war had hardly begun, before its 
repercussions had been felt in England, Zionism seemed 
to have disappeared from Anglo-Jewry. 

To some extent this was understandable. The Zionist 
Federation had always required stimulating into activity. 
It was not surprising therefore that given such an 
excellent excuse it should stop work completely. So 
with the local societies. They tmmediately lost the 
services of many of their younger members. To many 
of the others Zionist activity was a necessary nuisance, 
and again, they were provided with the best possible 
excuse for ceasing it. 

Young Zionist societies in some cases are making a 
great show of carrying on, but there is no substance 
behind the show. Perhaps they meet occasionally in 
each other’s houses to discuss the progress of the war— 
or to dance.’ But Palestine has receded to the place it 
occupied in the minds of Jews in the Middle Ages. It 
is a far distant place to which possibly generations yet 
unborn may go. 


-Habonim Does Its Duty 
Perhaps this condemnation is a little too sweeping. 
Things are not quite so black as I have painted them. 


There is certainly one bright spot, and that is Habonim. 
Let it bé said at once that I am a member of that 


- Organisation, albeit, necessarily, an inactive one at . 


present. But it was an enormous satisfaction to me to 
know that Habonim is doing its duty. It had possibly 
even more reason than any other communal organisa- 
tion for shutting up shop. Its best workers were those 
of military age; the main body of its members was 
drawn from the children. who were evacuated: and its 
sources of funds-—with one notable exception—dried up. 

Habonim has stayed at its post and is actually 
occcupying rooms at the J.N.F. offices from which the 
staff have been evacuated. If it were not for this 
generosity on the part of the Fund—together with the 
grant which is now being made annually by the same 
body-—Habonim would have had to close shop on 
account of lack of funds. : 

How great a disaster that would have been was put 
very clearly to me by one of the best known of Jewish 
educationists. He said that he could not rate highly 
enough the value of the work being done by Habonim 
in: keeping Jewish children in touch with things Jewssh. 
It was, he thought, the one corrective in the way of 
absolute disintegration of British Jewish youth, and he 
lamented that the organisation’s activities were m the 
gravest danger of being hamstrung unless more money 
was forthcoming immediately. 


£1,000 a Vear Wanted 


It was difficult enough for educational bodies to work 
with the minute funds at their disposal, but he felt that 
if Habonim could be given another £1,000 a year it 
would go a‘long way towards establishing the atmos- 
phere in which educational bodies could function 
effectively. 

In some way that £1,000 must be found. It is not for 
me to say how, but the future of more than Anglo- 
Jewry is in the balance. Before the war Palestine drew 
most of its man-power from Eastern Europe. The 


: bottom has been knocked out of that well, and Palestine 
must look elsewhere for man-power and material needs 
both now and after the war. 
i : ' Unless we have an educated Jewish youth here, fully 


acquainted with those ideals which are at once Jewish 
and Zionist, Palestine may sink back into that state 
from which Jewish energy and enterprise had rescued it. 


_Anglo-Jewry must find the means for averting that.

‘* Starvation the Alternative ” 


LOCAL COUNCILS STILL 
HOLDING OUT 


Starvation threatens the Jewish population of Pales- 
tine unless it achieves unity, Mr. Pinchas Rutenberg, 
President of the Vaad Leumi (Jewish National Council), 
declared at a Press conference in Tel-Aviv. 

The Palestine Government, Mr. Rutenberg went on, 
could not be expected to help the Yishuv, because it had 
other worries. 

Mr. Rutenberg announced that 2,000 Jewish unem- 
ployed had been transferred from the cities to the 


colonies. Money, he said, was urgently needed, and in 
order to. raise it all partisan quarrels must be 
abandoned. 


He denied the rumours of his intended resignation 
because of the continued refusal of the Jewish Farmers’ 
Association and the General Zionists Group B to 
join the Vaad Leumi Executive. “I have been in more 
dangerous posts,” he said, “ and I have not quit.” 


The New Vaad Leumi 


The detailed membership of the enlarged Vaad Leumi 
Executive is as follows, in addition to Mr. Pinchas Ruten- 
berg, the President, and Miss Henrietta Szold, Vice- 
President. 

The Labour Party has six seats, and its members are 
Messrs. Berl Katznelson, David Remez, Joseph Sprinzak, 
I. Zisling, who are all new members, and Dr. Abraham 
Katznelson and Mr. Isaac Ben-Zvi, who are members of 
the old Executive. 

The German-Jewish Group is represented: by Dr. Georg 
Landauer, who is himself a member of the Labour Party, 


The Sefardic Jews are represented by the lawyer David . 


Abulafia, who is a supporter of the Revisionists, and Mr. 
Abraham Elmaleh, a member of the former Vaad Leumi 
Executive. 

The Revisionists have Drs. A. Altman and Ephraim 
Washitz. In the plenum they will be represented by a 
proportionate number of members. 

The General. Zionists Group B has refused to be 
represented. Mr. J. Suprasky stated that such an enlarged 
Executive was not workable, but he promised that neither he 
nor his Party would obstruct the successful issue of what- 
ever the Executive might undertake. The Vaad Leumi then 
esa to leave one seat vacant for a representative of the 
sTOUDP.

Local Councils’ Point of View 


_ The Association of Jewish Farmers has not yet appointed 
its representative, but its prospective candidate is Mr. 
Butkowski. The Association has demanded that the 
Presidents of the local Councils of the Jewish colonies 
should automatically become members of the. Executive. 
There are thirty such Presidents, and if this demand is 
acceded to, the number of members will be fifty-seven, 
which will make the Executive quite unworkable. 

A meeting of representatives of the local Councils in Tel- 
Aviv unanimously rejected participation in the work of the 
Vaad Leumi unless the entire activity of the Vaad Leumi, 
both political and financial, in the colonies is carried through 
by the local Councils and not by political parties. 


_UNEMPLOYED WORKERS PROTEST 
« Sit-in” Strikes | 


Fifty members of the Jewish Labour Federation have 

Occupied rooms in the offices of the Executive of the 
Histadruth for the second day in succéssion, asking for 
employment. 
_At the offices of the Mizrachi Organisation in Rehov 
Shadal also, forty unemploved “sat in” for the second 
day. A similar attempt was ended ten days before by the 
intervention of the Mizrachi Organisation. 

Eighty unenfployed office workers occupied a room in 
Beth Brenner, the building of the Labour Federation, asking 
for a five-day week to stagger employment and a ban on 
the employment of both partners to a marriage. 

Negotiations were opened with all three groups, and the 
Labour Federation Executive agreed to receive a delegation. 
Rabbi J. Fishman, of the Jewish Agency, came from 
Jerusalem to interview the men gathered at the offices 
of the Mizrachi, but they remained on the premises for 
a third day. The unemployed at Beth Brenner also refused 
to leave the room which they occupied. 


Public Works Demanded 


A memorandum urging the Government and the 
Municipality to carry out 10ad-building projects and other 
public works with a view to creating employment has been 
forwarded to the District Commissioner by the Haifa Jewish 
Community. 


Mr. H. Salomon and Dr. J. Thon, members of the Execu- 


tive Committee of the Jewish Community Council in 


Jerusalem, have also submitted to their District Com- 
missioner details concerning unemployment in the city, and 
have asked that larger Government and municipal works 
should be undertaken. They also asked for a larger grant 
for social relief. 

At Petach Tikvah, two thousand schoolchildren had an 
unexpected holiday when teachers at. public elementary 
schools refused to open classes until arrears of salaries for 
August and September were paid. A last-minute effort by 
the Municipality to arrive at an agreement was rejected, but 
it is expected that a settlement will be reached whereby 


classes will reopen and arrears will be paid at the end of 
the month. 


Imprisonment for Debt 


Several Jewish organisations, including the organisations 
of unemployed, have submitted a memorandum to the High 
Commissioner requesting him to revise the procedure for 
collecting debts. The memorandum demands that a creditor 
should not have the right to imprison the debtor and bring 
about his financial ruin, nor should he have the right to 
press the debtor at all during the present economic crisis. 

The Chief Rabbinate, in a letter accompanying the 
memorandum, supports these requests. 


FINANCIAL restrictions on the transfer of money and securities 
are now in force in Palestine on the model of the legislation 
introduced in Great Britain and the Empire. 


CITRUS CONTROL 
Attempt to Reach Jewish-Arab Agreement 


Negotiations which began last month for citrus control 
for the current export season were continued at a meeting 
of the Citrus Fruit Committee in Tel-Aviv. Government, 
Jewish, and Arab representatives unanimously agreed that 
shipments should be limited, as it would be useless to try 
to ship the entire crop; that it should be periodically decided 
how much should be shipped; and that an agreement should 
be reached between Jews and Arabs regarding their respec- 
tive shares of the shipment. At this point the unanimity 
ended. 

The Arab demand that the distribution should be on 
a basis of fifty-five per cent. Jewish and forty-five per cent. 
Arab exports was rejected by the Jewish representatives 
because, as they pointed out, the Jewish exports last year 
amounted to sixty-seven r cent. of the total. Conse- 
quently, the Jews proposed that the basis should be sixty- 
two per cent. of Jewish and thirty-eight per cent. Arab. 


Record Crop of Bananas 


Jewish-owned banana plantations are expected to yield 
2.000 tons between November and June. Last year's total 
crop was 1,675 tons, and the previous year’s 1,300. New 
settlements established between 1936 and 1938 in the Beisan 
and Jordan Valleys will harvest their first bananas this 
season.

Vegetable has increased by forty per cent. 


The total harvest in the first eight months of this year was 


10,700 tons, as compared with 7,800 tons for a corresponding 
period last year. 
During last month's drive for increased consumption of 


eges produced on Jewish farms, 120,000 eggs were used 
daily by the Jewish Community, as compared with 40,000 


previously. A total of 56,000,000 eggs are produced annually 


on Jewish farms, which is fifty-five per cent. of the country’s 
needs. 


Government Importing Seed Potatoes 


The Department of Agriculture has, after considerable 
difficulties, imported fifty tons of seed potatocs from Syria 
for sale at cost price, and this quantity has already been 
planted in areas suitable for autumn planting. 

For winter planting. the Government is trying to ensure 
that sufficient seed supplics can be imported from the 
United Kingdom, but it is believed that export restrictions 
may be placed on potatoes. 

The sweet potato, which is so popular in Egypt, can be 
grown satisfactorily in Palestine, and farmers are advised 
to put some areas under thrs crop. 


FOREIGN TRADE | 
Agreement With Turkey Expected 


Trade relations between Palestine and Turkey are being 
discussed in Tel-Aviv between representatives of the Foreign 
Trade Institute and the Tel-Aviv-Jaffa Chamber of Com- 
merce on the one side, and Dr. Aday, Turkish Commercial 
Attaché in the Near East, together with M. C. T. Karaspan, 
Turkish Consul-General in Jerusalem, on the other. , 
Karaspan stated in an interview with Hasoxer that Turkey 
was eager to develop trade relations with Palestine, and 
outlined the possibility of shipments. worth millions of 
pounds each way yearly. 


Hungary 

A company by the name of the Magypal Trading Com- 

ny, Lid., has been founded in Tel-Aviv by Dr. K. Lanyi, 
ormer correspondent of the Hungarian Office for Foreign 
Trade im Budapest, for the purpose of developing com- 
mercial relations between Palestine and Hungary. Imports 
from Hungary are beginning to take the place of merchan- 
dise formerly bought from Germany. Poland, and Czecho- 
Slovakia, and shipments of machinery, tools, and iron- 
ware are now on their way to Palestine. 

Negotiations have been conducted, in conjunction with 
the Jewish Agency, for a transfer agreement with Hungary, 
and it is hoped that an agreement will be reached shortly. 


United States of America 


Palestine’s purchases from the United States during the 
current year have almost doubled last year’s figure. 

Imports of American products in the first seven months of 
1939 were valued at $5,012,000, compared with $2,740,000 
in the corresponding period of last year. The share of the 
United States in the total trade of Palestine increased from 
eight to twelve per cent. 


Tue burial took place at Benyamina of the remains of Mr. 
Richard Berger, formerly an engineer at Innsbruck, Austria, 
who was murdered there by Nazis. Mr: Berger was one of the 
first Zionists in Austria, and his remains were brought to 
Palestine for interment. 

Tue J.N.P. and the. Palestine Economic Corporation of New 
York have decided to name the projected boulevard at Haifa 
Bay in memory of the late Mr. Felm Warburg. 

For the first time since the war, a French steamer has arrived 
in Tel-Aviv, with sixty returning residents and six immigrants.

PALESTINE REFLECTED IN 
FIGURES 


Effect of the War 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Statistics reflecting the development of Palestine during 
the first eight months of the year have just been published 
by the Government Office of Statistics. 

Imports and exports were naturally affected by the dis- 
location of shipping, and building: activity by the retire- 
ment of investing confidence; employment fell considerably 
owing to the idle building trades and the curtailment of 
citrus grove development, and capital inflow—always a 
major part of the country’s “invisible economy “—was 
drastically diminished by eaternal circumstances. . 

On the other hand, local trade went through a minor 
“boom ” owing to the over-purchase of commodities; and 
an extensive increase in the currency in circulation resulted. 

Fretz Yisrael’s foreign trade from January to August 
was an index to mild if satisfactory progress. Imports 
at £P10,462.000 showed an increase of £P2,785,000, or 36.3 
om cent. over the same period of last year, partly due to 

igher imports of grain, flour, iron and steel, and manu- 
factured ironware. Exports similarly increased by 22.8 
per cent., owing to increased citrus fruit and potash exports, 
to £P4,286,000. 


Further Fall in Building Investments 


Building investments offered another index. As high as 
£P4,120,241 during 1937, these investments fell to 
£P1,883,500 last year, compared with a _ peak of 
£P8,428,606 in 1935. Last year’s figure, therefore, fell to 
about twenty-two per cent. of the 1935 total. During the 
first eight months of this year, the floor area of new build- 
ings authorised showed a slight upward tendency, but with 
the outbreak of war construction came practically to a 
standstill. It is estimated that during 1938, forty per cent. 
of building investments were in Tel-Aviv, and between 
ae to twenty-five per cent. each in Jerusalem and 

alia. 

Transport and communication showed progress. Cargo 
discharged and loaded amounted to 1,135,000 tons, against 


’ 800,000 tons in the same period of 1938. Tel-Aviv’s total 


for the comparative periods rose to 160,000 tons from 
105,000. 

The railways carried 667,000 tons, against 507,000 last 
year. There was a rise in gross revenue from £P346,000 to 
£P364,000 


More Telephones and Wireless Licences 


The number of operating telephones at the end of August 
was 17,575, an increase of 1.300 from the end of 1938, 
while wireless licences in force totalled 40,714, an increase 
of 5,006 since December 31 last. 

Currency in circulation advanced at the end of September 
by a further £P835,000 to £P10,655;135. At January 31, 
currency amounted to £P5,574,134, and remained around 
that figure for three months, going up by £P1.000,000 for 


the following three months and reaching £P9,820,135 in 
August. 


ENGLISH JEWS SERVING IN PALESTINE

Several British Jews resident in Palestine have been com- 
missioned in the Army Officers Emergency Reserve, and 
have already taken up service. . 

They include Lieut.-Colonel F. H. Kisch, C.B.F.. D.S.O.. 
who has gone to Egypt to rejoin his old unit, the Royal 
Engineers, and Mr. Benjamin Chaikin, F.R.I.B.A.. the well- 
known architect, who has also joined the Royal Engineers. 
Mr. Chaikin, a son of the late Dayan Chaikin, of London, 
was a Captain in the last war. 

Another new officer whose name is known among English 
Zionist youth is Mr. Wellesley Aron, of Tel-Aviv, one 
of the founders of the Habonim Movement, who is now 
im the Royal Army Service Corps. 


_THe new Medical Council of the Vaad Leumi has resolved to 
give financial assistance to the Hadassah Hospital in Haifa and 
the Schweitzer Hospital in Tiberias. 


Mr. J. Gurion, Editor of the Revisionist daily HamMasHxir, 
has been released after nn 8 detained for seven and a half 
months under the Emergency Regulations. 


Tue Government has decided to increase the grant-in-aid to 
the Jerusalem Municipality from £P12,665 to £P 15.560. 

Durinc the first nine months of this year, the revenue of 
the Palestine Government amounted to £P5,508,930, compared 
with £P4,901,117 for the calendar year of 1938. Expenditure for 
the same periods was £P4,581,139 in 1939 and £P5,716,561 in 
1938. Revenue included the grant-in-aid of £P625,000 from the 
United Kingdom Government.

FROM THE JEWISH PRESS 


A DEMAND COMMENDED 

Commending the outspoken demand of THE Jewish 
CHRONICLE that, in stating their war aims, the Allics 
should also make clear their attitude towards the Jews, 
a writer in the JewisH MORNING JOURNAL (New York) 
observes that such a request is timely and justified. 

It is t© be regretted, the article says, that the Allies have 
left the initiative to the enemy, who, in his programme, 
referred to the Jewish question. Nobody, of course, 
believes that Hitler, the arch-enemy of the Jewish people, is. 
interested in the Jews save to destroy them. Nor do they 
believe in his “solution” that would put two million or 
more Jews into a new ghetto. But, while Hitler speaks of 
the Jewish problem and, like Stalin, who offered Biro- 
Bidjan as one solution, talks of creating a “ Jewish area ” 
in Poland, the Allies have been completely silent on the 
Jewish question, notwithstanding the fact that so far the 
Jews in Poland have been among the greatest sufferers in 
the war. . 

THe JewtsH CHRONICLE, the article continues, has done 
well to draw attention to this fact, and its request that ihe 
Allies should clarify their position towards the Jews will 
be generally endorsed. 

The writer, however, questions the desirability of Anglo- 
American Jewries’ elaborating a detailed programme of 
Jewish demands to be submitted to England and France, as 
suggested by this paper. He thinks that this is a little 

remature and that the present circumstances are not 
avourable for such an undertaking, though it is clear that 
at a later stage a programme defining Jewish needs and 
how to meet them will have to be evolved. 

For the time being, however, the Allies, and especially 
Great Britain, are fully aware that the chief striving of the 
Jewish people is the building up of the Jewish National 
Home in Palestine without hindrance. That much had been 
made clear by American Jewry in the Memorandum sub- 
mitted to the Intergovernmental Committee at the recent 
Refugee Conference at Washington.

JEWISH EDUCATION IN THE U5S.A., 

A Jewish Education Month has been proclaimed by 
the Jewish Education Association in the United States. 
The Association calls upon all Jewish parents to send 
their children to Jewish schools. 

Commenting on this step, the Toc (New York), points out 
that the Jews have no compulsory educational law forcing 
Jewish children to attend Jewish schools. . But it was up to 
the parents to see that their children took advantage of 
Jewish school facilities. The writer realises that it is not 
always an easy task and that many children feel too tired 
to attend Jewish classes after having been at school during 
the day. If, however, he says, Jewish children in the United 
States—and it applies equally to other countries—are to 
remain Jews, all obstacles must be overcome. 

A Jew, the writer says, who is ignorant of his heritage, 
is a poor Jey. indeed. He lacks an anchor’ which can be 
found only in his own tradition; he is unprotected against 
all the evil wiids that blow. Unable. to escape anti-Semitic 
onslaughts, he lacks the only armour which might protect 
him—Jewish k. owledge and -Jewish pride. Jewish con- 
sciousness alene is not sufficient. One might feel oneself 
a Jew and yet be at a loss to understand and endure the 
vicissitudes of our time. Only a full understanding of the 
position of the Jews in the world, based on a knowledge of 
Jewish history and Jewish tradition, can support one in 
this dark hour when so many lamps of reason seem [to 
have gone out all over the earth. EXAMINER.

GESTAPO RULE IN WARSAW 


Jews Homeless and Starving 
« THE VISTULA IS WIDE” 


While life for the Poles is becoming more or less 

normal; the Jews are still deprived by the Nazis of 
the elementary means of earning a living. Poles who 
signify their acceptance of the new regime can obtain 
work without difficulty, but Jews are not allowed to 
take up any employment. The only occupation open 
to them is hawking their paltry possessions. Yet general 
relief institutions are not allowed to supply them with 
ood. 
In Warsaw, the problem of housing is also grave. 
Thousands of Poles from the western districts of 
Poland are flocking into the city owing to the German 
Government's policy of displacing them for Germans 
from the Baltic countries. Jews even in the Jewish 
quarters have been ordered to move. When some of 
them asked the Nazi authorities where they were 
expected to go, they received the brutal reply: “ The 
Vistula is wide.” ; 

One slight improvement in the situation is that the 
local Nazi authorities have accepted the offer of the 
Board of the Jewish Community to supply several 
hundred Jewish workers daily for forced labour, chiefly 
for remoVing the debris of ruired buildings. The hunt- 
ing of Jews in the streets has therefore been generally 
discontinued, though cases of Jews being impressed in 


the streets still occur, especially during the morning 


hours. 

The Nazis are beginning gradually to allow Jewish 
communal boards to exercise limited functions, chiefly 
religious and charitable work. The American Jewish 
Joint Distribution Committee is at present running thirty 


soup kitchens in the Nazi zone. In Warsaw, it has 


opened workshops to provide clothes. 
Suicide and Murder 


On the debit side, it is reported that the military 
authorities are being withdrawn from Warsaw and re- 
placed by growing numbers of Gestapo officials, who, 
unlike the soldiers, show no traces of humanity. 
Visitors arriving in Vilna from Warsaw state that che 


professional and the conscripted German soldiers hate 
and despise the Gestapo officials for their brutality and 
mercilessness. 

There have been many suicides of Warsaw Jews. 
Among them are Reuben Rottenberg and Abraham 
Lewin, owners of large textile firms. Lewin is said 
to have jumped out of a fourth-fioor window while being 
cross-examined by the Gestapo. The fortunes of both 
men have been confiscated. ; 

The Warsaw streets are now placarded with a procla- 
mation by the Governor-General of Poland, Dr. Frank, 
Slandering the Jews as being responsible for all the evils 
of the war. 

In the small towns, the treatment of Jews by the 
Nazi authorities is growing continually worse. In 
Zelechow, near Warsaw, the 500-year-old Synagogue 
was set on fire while crowded with worshippers, Several 
Jews were killed while trying to escape, and many were 
injured. The Beadle, who tried to save the Scrolls of 
the Law, is said (reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency) 
to have béen ordered by the Nazis to dig a grave in 
which he was buried alive, the Scrolls being thrust in 
with him. | 

In Ostrow Mazowiecki, the Jews were ordered to 
wear yellow badges and Poles red badges. All the 
Jewish males were taken for compulsory work one day 
and freed only at eight o'clock in the evening, although 
curfew began at 6 p.m. On returning home, the Jews 
were fired on from both sides of the street for violating 
the curfew. 


Our former Warsaw Correspondent writes: 
Final figures now available show that the 3,250,000 
Polish Jews have been divided roughly as follows: 


To Russia 1,250,000 
To Lithuania 125,000 . 
To Germany .. és 1,875,000 


This estimate takes no account of the refugees who 
have escaped to Rumania, Hungary, and Latvia, and 
who number only about 5,000. 


GRATITUDE 


The former Police Chief of Lodz, who had found refuge 
in a Bucharest Jewish home, has publicly expressed his 
gratitude for the assistance rendered by the Jewish popula- 
tion in Rumania to Poiish refugees. On his return to a 
liberated Poland, he said, he would do everything possible 


- to improve relations between Jews and Poles. 


IN THE SUWALKI NO-MAN’S-LAND 


7,000 Tortured Victims 


: LITHUANIA ADMITS 1,500 


Seven thousand Jewish refugees from Suwalki and 
other districts in the Nazi-occupied territory of Poland 
are now living in a vast no-man’s-land near the German- 
Lithuanian frontier. They spend most of their time in 
trenches dug by them in the open fields. 

The refugees told a Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
representative who visited them that after being robbed 
by the Nazi invaders of all their possessions, they were 
ordered to do compulsory work, the men hewing wood 
and digging ditches, and the women cleaning the strects 


and doing laundry work. 


A fortnight ago, the Germans ordered them to leave 
German territory within one hour. 

On arrival in no-man’s-land, they dug trenches and 
covered them with articles of clothing. At night they 
lit fires to warm themselves. One night Nazi Storm 
Troopers arrived and deprived them of their overcoats 
and shoes, including those of their children, and 
assaulted several of the refugees. A seventy-year-old 
woman later died of her wounds. 

Another night Storm Troopers took seven Jews from 
no-man’s-land, harnessed them to a plough, and forced 
them to pull it along a field. One of the Jews, a Rabbi, 
has since died. 

Polish peasants in the district were told by the Nazis 
not to help the Jews by providing them with food. One 
peasant was shot dead for disregarding the order. 

The refugees repeatedly tried to cross over into Lithu- 
ania illegally, but they were sent back. Some of the 
refugees have been sent back twenty times. 

It is now stated that the Lithuanian authorities have 


agreed to admit 1,500 of the Jews. Help is being given | 


to the unfortunates by Jewish organisations and the 
Lithuanian Red Cross. Sut several of the women and 
children have nevertheless died of exposure. There is 
a a possibility that the Jews may be allowed to enter 
ussia. 
The Soviet Government is said to have informed the 
Lithuanian Government that it will allow free immigration 
of Jewish refugees from Vilna into Western Byelorussia. 
Three thousand Jewish refugees have already left Vilna 
for the Soviet-occupied territories. It is added that no 
transit visas will be issued to Polish citizens wishing to travel 
to Palestine via Odessa. ; ;

~~. LUBLIN AND THE JEWS 


Nazis Build Ghetto State 
ANCIENT SETTING TO MODERN TRAGEDY 


[From our former Warsaw Correspondent) 


Regardless of human suffering, the Nazis are continu- 
ing with their wild plan of creating a Jewish Pale in the 
Lublin district, in Central and Eastern Poland. Fifty 
thousand Jews from Polish Silesia, from Western 
Poland, and also some from Vienna and Prague have 
already been torn from their homes as victims of the 
new settlement scheme. Most of them came from 
Katowice, Bielsk, Torun (Thorn), Bydgoszcz (Brom- 
berg), Grudziondz, and Poznan, which, it is believed, 
are to be entirely cleared of Jews and made purely 
German. Large numbers of Jews have also been sent 
down from the Baltic port of Gdynia. But even ignor- 
ing the question of the enforced segregation of the Jews, 
the Lublin district is in no way suitable for mass 


settlement. 


The gateway of the Lublin ghetto 


Jewish associations with Lublin are very old. A local 
Jewish Community can be traced back as far as the 
fourteenth century, or earlier than the one in Warsaw. 
Lublin was the heart of Poland in the sixteenth 
century, when it was the largest State in Europe, and 
the city was frequently visited by King John Sobieski 
and the nobility. It became an important market 
centre, and merchants came from all parts of the 
country, and even beyond. Jews, too, settled in large 
numbers. 


One of the Earliest Ghettoes 


Lublin had one of the first ghettoes in Poland and, for 
many years, one of the largest. The ghetto gates still 
stand, one of the finest pieces of medieval architecture 
preserved in Eastern Europe. Culturally and tradition- 
ally, the city is intimately connected with the history 
of Polish Jewry. It was in Lublin that the Vaad Arba 
Artzoth, the “ Jewish Parliament,” representing the four 
Polish regions, met during 200 years from the mid- 
sixteenth century onwards, to discuss the Community's 
problems. Religious toleration was a notable feature 
of Poland at that time, and the Jews enjoyed for many 
centuries what would to-day be described as “ cultural 
autonomy.” Rabbis and Jewish leaders were placed in 


‘sole charge of questions connected with the observance 


of Jewish law, religion, and education. 

As the city was within convenient reach for Jewry 
from all parts of Poland, it soon became the main 
religious centre. A local Jewish university was founded 
to mstruct young Rabbis and scholars, and here many 
famous Rabbis and thinkers lived. The old Meharshal 
Synagogue ts a lasting monument to the famous com- 
mentator on the Talmud. 


A Land of Paupers 


But although rich in Jewish tradition, Lublin and the 
surrounding districts are poor indeed in material wealth. 
The 6,500 square miles of territory are made up of 
poor soil, in most parts sandy dunes, and only a small 
area is fertile. There are no industries of any import- 
ance-—not even the timber industry, for the local forests 
have been greatly denuded. | 

Of the 315,000 Jews in the area, 90 per cent. are poor. 
In the city of Lublin itself, only 100, out of a Jewish 
population of some 45,000, were in a position to 


y the Jewish communal tax of over 500 zlotys 
(£20) annually. In the nineteen district towns, not one 
Jew in 1,000 could afford to pay 100 zlotys (£4) as 
communal tax. The plight of the incoming Jews, who 
have been stripped of all their belongings, can well be 
imagined. 

The Nazis plan, as a start, to flood Lublin and the 
fifty smaller townships in the district with incoming 
Jews, and later to place some in the villages, where they 
will be told to start intensive farming. Apart from the 
practical difficulties, however, the several thousand Jews 
whom the Nazis have already dumped in such villages 
as Slavinek, Konopnica, and Swidnik, with the osten- 
sible aim of turning them into farm labourers, have 
already found themselves among a hostile peasant 
population which has fears of becoming landless. 
Moreover, most of the Jews sent to the district are 
either shopkeepers who have been robbed by the Nazis 
or lawyers, traders, and others whom the Nazis cannot 
employ in the armament factories or other industrial 
concerns. Most of them are elderly people. 


The First Settlements 


Although much has been written by the Nazis about 
their plan, the extent of the Pale is not yet defined. 
At first the Nazis apparently intended to have the whole 
Lublin area set aside for all the Jews in Poland, 


Germany, Austria, and Czecho-Slovakia. They were - 


to be settled in Lublin, Lubartow, Lukow, Tomaszow, 
Wlodawa, Zamosc, Janow, Kransnik, Hrubieszow, Kras- 
nystaw, Garwolin, Pulawy, Wegrow, and all other 
towns, and in most of the villages. The first villages 
to be given over to the Jews were to have been those in 
the Zamosc and Chelm sub-districts, inhabited chiefly 
by Ukrainians, who in turn were to be sent to the 
Russian part of Poland following the Russian-German 
agreement for exchange of populations. 

But now the plan.seems to be undergoing some 
modification. Only Jews from Western Poland and 
small numbers from other parts under Germany are 
at present arriving. 


“ BARBARIC,” SAYS POLISH 
PREMIER 


Plan to be Annulled after Poland’s 
Liberation 


The Nazi transfer of populations and the Lublin plan 
were condemned as barbaric by the Polish Premier, 
General . Sikorski, in an interview published in the 
BIRMINGHAM MAIL last week. 

“ This. exchange of population is the outcome of 
inhurnan and absurd racial theories, and constitutes 
revolting cruelty,” said the Premier. “The intended 
foundation of a Jewish State in Poland is ridiculous, 
too. The Jewish population would find such conditions 


unbearable, and would never be able to live under them. 


Measures such as these would be abrogated immedi- 
ately after Poland’s liberation.” 

In a leading article, the PALESTINE PosT pleads with 
the neutral States, whom Germany cannot ignore, to 


raise their voices against the Lublin ghetto plans. “ Will — 


not the mighty Americas,” it writes, “call a halt to the 
inhuman gaolers who are murdering an entire people?” 

It is reported this week that a great shortage of food 
is already being experienced in Lublin as a result of 
the arrival of large numbers of Jewish deportees. No 
supplementary supplies of food have been sent by the 
Nazi authorities to provide for the increased population. 


SECOND THOUGHTS IN ITALY 
Will Racialism be Dropped ? 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


The question is being asked by Italians themselves, 
now that the Axis has been definitely denounced by 
Rome, whether there is any reason for the maintenance 
in Fascist policy of the anti-Semitic slogans borrowed 
from Nazi ideology and grafted on to the Fascist tree? 
It was never more than an excrescence foreign to Italian 
ideas and tradition. True, the rélevant administrative 
decrees and legislation were never fully applied; but 
it is to be hoped that the Duce, strongly backed by his 
new and more liberal-minded Ministers and by the 
Vatican, will insist on their early repeal. | 


LITHUANIA APPRECIATES JEWISH LOYALTY 


M. Wygodski, one of the leaders of Vilna Jewry, was 
received by President Smetona in Kaunas last week. , 
Wvyeodski conveyed to the President a message of loyalty, 
and in reply the President gave an assurance that the 
Lithuanian Government would treat the Jews of Vilna in a 
spirit of tolerance. 

The Prime Minister, M. Cernius, has informed M. 
Wygodski that all persons born and living in Vilna until 
1920 automatically become Lithuanian citizens, and that 
other cases would be considered individually. The Govern- 
ment had taken steps to bring about the return of Vilna 
residents who had been arrested by the Russians or interned 
as soldiers by the Nazis.

New Threat of Massacre 
HUNDREDS OF JEWISH ARRESTS 


Whether the bomb in the Munich Bierkeller was 
intended to kill Hitler, or whether it was, as many 
believe, merely a put-up job by the Gestapo, after the 
manner of the Reichstag fire, to bolster up German 
enthusiasm for the Fuhrer, the Jews in Germany were 
the first to feel the effect of this event. 

The Nazi Press, the radio, and the entire Nazi propa- 
ganda machine let loose their bitterest attacks against 
the Jews. True, Great Britain this time shared with 
the Jews the distinction of this artificially produced 
wave of hatred; but, while Great Britain could easily 
afford to ignore the ravings of the Nazis, the Jews in 
Germany, Austria, and Czecho-Slovakia could not very 
well do so. 

All sorts of wild rumours stirred up the German 
population against the Jews, and threw them into a 
state of panic., There were threats of a second St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Night and of a new wave of pogroms com- 
pared with which those of last November, after the 
assassination of Herr vom Rath, would pale into insig- 
nificance. | 

Gestapo agents occupied the buildings of the Jewish 
Communities in Berlin, Hamburg, Vienna, Prague, and 
Brno, and arrested the officials. Hundreds of other 
Jews were arrested throughout the country and flung 
into concentration camps. Anti-Semitic demonstrations 
took place in Vienna and other -cities, and shouts of 
“ Death to the Jews!” resounded. 

However, even if none of these threats is carried 
out, the incident well illustrates the pathetic position 
of more than three and a half million Jews under Nazi 
rule at the present time. Any occurrence which has not 
even the remotest connection with the Jews is made to 
serve as a pretext for working up mob hatred against 
them, and terrible slaughter and pogroms may well be 
the result. Not since the Middle Ages has a community 
of such size and numbers been subjected to such con- 
stantly recurring threats’ of physical extermination. 


A message from Vienna states that the scheme for deport- 
ing Austrian Jews to Poland for labour service is. being 
carried out in three stages. First comes the turn of male 
Jews up to 50; then older men; and lastly the women and 
children. The drive has to be.completed within twenty- 
eight weeks. 


HUNGARIANS IN A HURRY 
Speeding Up the Jew-Law 
ABJECT POVERTY IN RUTHENIA 


The Hungarian Government is pushing: on ruthlessly 


_ with its anti-Jewish policy and is systematically ousting 


the Jews from all their economic positions, says the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. Official anti-Semitism 
embodied in the “Jew-law,” with its cultural and 
economic restrictions, is being carried out at a quicker 
pace than contemplated by the law itself. 

In spite of the fact that under the law Jews were to 
have been dismissed from. business enterprises gradu- 
ally, over a period of several years, many businesses in 
Budapest have already dismissed all their Jews, follow- 
ing a hint from the authorities that no trading licences 
will be issued in 1940 to firms which are still employing 
Jews. Even firms owned by Jews have been dismissing 
Jewish employees. i 

Jewish intellectual life is faring as badly.. Not a 
single Jew has been admitted to the Medical Faculty 
at Budapest University this term. Jewish doctors have 
been dismissed from State services, and the very few 
Jewish journalists who have kept their posts on 
Hungarian newspapers have been notified that they will 
be dismissed shortly. | 

The Budapest Jewish Community has issued an 
appeal to every well-to-do Jew to contribute to the 
special relief fund to alleviate their fellow-Jews’ growing 
needs. 


Starvation for Ruthenian Jews 


Poverty is greatest among the 160,000 Jews of 
Ruthenia and Upper Hungary, which were annexed by 
Hungary after the Munich Agreement last year. The 
Jews in these areas, reduced to beggary by the Jew-law, 
are facing complete starvation. The onlv fcod of 
thousands -of families is bread made of maize and 
potatoes, but even this is a luxury which cannot be 
enjoyed every day. Undernourished and unemployed, 
the Jews also suffer from overcrowding, because they 
cannot afford to pay rent. As many as fifteen persons 
have to share one room in Munkacs and other towns. 
Barefoot and in rags, the heads of the families wander 
during the week from town to town and from village 
to village to beg for food, which they bring to their 
families at the week-ends. 

Yet the Jews have been forbidden to do hard manual 
labour as lumbermen and road builders, occupations 
which they have followed for centuries but which have

Viktor Lutze, the head of the Nazi Storm Troopers, 
has been visiting Slovakia; and much of his time was 
spent in persuading the Slovaks to harry the Jews more 

thiessly. 

Wadena the Hlinka Guards (the Nazi Brownshirts’ 
counterpart) he informed them that the Jews were the 
greatest danger to their country’s independence. The 
Government should retain all Jews of military age in 
forced labour battalions throughout the war,- thus 
enabling the authorities to ensure that they did not 
organise anti-Nazi plots. 

The Hlinka Guards, in their turn, proved themselves 
apt pupils by inviting Lutze to a public bonfire of Jewish 
and Marxist books. He watched the blaze in company 
with the Minister of Propaganda, Dr. Sano Mach, and 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs, Dr. Durchansky. 

Dr. Tiso, the newly-elected President (he was formerly 
Prime Minister), has announced that there are only 
about 40,000 Jews left in Slovakia; and he expressed the 
hope that, as a result of his policy, they, too, would leave 
the country within a year. A campaign has mean- 
while been launched to clear the country of all Jews 
of Polish origin. Large numbers of such Jews have 
already been transported to the Polish frontier for 
ultimate settlement, it is hoped, in the Lublin province. 

The official organ, SLOVENSKA PRAVDA, says that the 
Government had “ won the war against the Jews.” Only 
four per cent. of the country’s trade, it rejoiced, 
remained in Jewish hands, as most of the Jewish busi- 
nesses had been handed over to Slovak legionaries. All 
Jews had been deprived of the ownership of houses, 
and were allowed to occupy only very limited 
accommodation.

Czechs Support Jews, say Nazi Police 


Such is the mistrust felt by the Nazis of the Czech 
Police Force that the Office of the Protectorate has 
entrusted German police officials in Prague, Brno, 
Pilsen, and other towns with duties which the Czechs 
had formerly carried. out. 

One of the tasks of the Nazi police was to inquire 
into the relations between Czechs and Jews and into 
the progress (or lack of progress) of the Nazi and 
- Fascist anti-Jewish campaign. Their report has now 
been submitted to Baron von Neurath, the Protector, 
and it makes—so it is reported—very unpleasant 
reading for him. Since the outbreak of the war, they 
report, the overwhelming majority of Czechs consis- 
tently ignore the anti-Semitic agitators and confidently 
expect the restoration of Czecho-Slovak independence 
and of Jewish rights. Even a number of Germans in 
the Protectorate are said to be disappointed with the 
Nazi regime and are supporting Czech aspirations. 

The vastly. greater part of the non-Jewish population 
meanwhile strongly condemns the deportation of Czech 
Jews to Poland. To escape deportation, many Jews 
have tried to cross the Slovak frontier in order to get 
into Hungary. But the Slovak authorities have arrested 
large numbers of them and handed them over to the 
Gestapo in the Protectorate. 


“FREE JEWS AND FREE CZECHS”

TOWARDS A CRISIS 


HAS British Jewry a “ government” to-day? The 
question is not an idle one. When the war came, it 
found the Community, as usual, without an agreed

‘plan to carry on its administration in abnormal 


circumstances. Two projects were canvassed as a 
means of equipping the Community to meet war-time 
conditions and problems. But they gave indications 
of arousing bitter animosities and were accordingly 
allowed quictly to drop. As a result, to date, the 
Deputies, who are the constitutional authority in these 
matters, remain, in name and status, in full and sole 
command of the field. But actually what is the posi- 
tion? 

The Board, as a_ body, has abdicated, with the 
result that administratively speaking the Community 
is suspended in a vacuum. Is this an exaggeration? 
Ponder these facts: There are 388 members of the 
Board. At its penultimate meeting, only about 80 
of its members were sufficiently interested, or felt 
sufficiently impelled by the grave prevalent condi- 
tions, to put in an appearance. Of the 152 represen- 
tatives of the Provincial Synagogues, 91 live in ‘the 
country. Only six of these turned up. At the last 
meeting, on October 15, the record was still worse. 
The total attendance dropped to 65, and that of the 
91 living in the country to just — two! Upon that 
occasion the President had to wait for something like 
a quarter of an hour before the necessary quorum of 
30 could be mustered. Only an excess of politeness 
would suggest that such a body is functioning 
healthily and not showing signs of becoming effete. 
What is more, the steady attendance at the meetings 
is very largely provided by the Zionist element, which, 


not of course dishonourably, is principally concerned 


with its own programme. In other words, the 
laggards, who have no special axe to grind, stay away, 
with the result that the Board at its depleted meetings 
takes on, more and more, the appearance of a 
Zionist Committee rather than of an organisation 
whose primary raison d'étre is the Anglo-Jewish 
interests as such and the protection, as far as possible, 
of persecuted Jewry abroad. 

This peculiar partisan development at the Board is 
of ill omen'and may be responsible in part for the 
Board's creeping paralysis. It is no misdescription of 
the Deputies’ membership to say that it consists of a 
party and a mob. The party, comprising the Zionist 
enthusiasts, is highly organised and well drilled. The 
others are utterly unorganised. To the Zionists it is 
Zionism that mainly matters. They give the impres- 
sion, rightly or wrongly, of a group out to capture the 
Board and make of it first and foremost another sub- 
sidiary instrument of Zionist purpose—which means, 
in the last resort, a servant of the Zionist Organisa- 


tion. Now, if the result of such tactics successfully 


pursued were merely likely to prove negative, in 
gradually climinating the Board of Deputies as the 
representative body specifically of Anglo-Jewry, con- 
cerning itself basically with matters affecting Anglo- 
Jewry, the prospect might be of limited misfortune. 
But the danger is far graver than this. It is a danger 
that threatens Zionism in this country, and in view of 
the position of Great Britain as mandatory for 
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Palestine it is one which true Zionists should con- 
template with the profoundest misgivings. 

Ever since the issuance of the Balfour Declaration, 
Zionism has been steadily and properly inculcating its 
fundamental principles into Anglo-Jewry, establishing 
gradually and healthily, by democratic methods of 
persuasion, its essential arguments as axioms in the 
minds of British Jewry. Thus, apart from whole- 
hearted conversions, what may be termed a wide 
measure of Zionist acquiescence has been created 
which has, on several occasions, been revealed at the 
Board when Anglo-Jewry’s unanimous support has 
been of very great value in times of Zionist crisis. 
It would be little less than a disaster if this process 
were halted and reversed as a result of the impatient 
ambition of English Zionists to capture the Board by 
the short-sighted methods of party aggressiveness. 
Such methods run the gravest risk of rousing the 
active hostility of those who, while acquiescent 
Zionists, most bitterly resent the subordination of 
Anglo-Jewry’s representative body to _ another 
organisation with a specifically different purpose. 
The Zionist “ party ” at the Board is an open invita- 
tion to the creation of an opposing “ party” — and 
from that to the development of an anti-Zionist move- 
ment, open and avowed, must be only a step. It is 


_ unnecessary to stress the peril of such a process 


especially in times like these when international affairs 
are in the crucible of war and at any moment a situa- 
tion may arise in which an inflamed opposition in 
Anglo-Jewry might fatally tip the balance against 


_ paramount Zionist interests. Can the Zionist leaders 


have grasped the full significance of these develop- 


ments? Public bodies in times of crisis are not always. 


the easy and profitable prizes that to the politically 
immature they appear. The capture may be simple, 
but the subsequent results of disastrous complexity: 
Zionists at the Board will be poor indeed in their 
Zionist loyalty if, in the present parlous state of that 
body, they fail to bear these considerations in mind. 

The crisis in the Board’s affairs has been developing 
for some time. [ft is partly because careful observers 
scented its approach that a demand arose for a War- 
time Emergency Committee which would have put off 
the evil day of disintegration and given time for wise 
co-operation without sacrificing the Board’s authority. 
The proposal was denounced as encroaching on the 
democratic powers of the Deputies. But a democracy 
has mo more right to exist without fully performing its 


duties than has any other human institution, however 


sacrosanct. And that the Board is not properly per- 
forming its functions the figures given above only too 
convincingly demonstrate. That situation cannot 
continue... It would be laughable if it were 
not, from many points of view, so utterly 
serious. The Deputies must either get on or 
get out. The Community’s “ government ” must be 
carried on. Better that the Board surrender its posi- 
tion than that we should drift along under the sup- 
posed guidance of an organisation which threatens to 
become fair game for. any adventurous political 
amateurs, a body whose spirit is moribund and whose 
democratic pretensions are perilously like a sham. 


REFUGEE SETTLEMENT PLANS 


Tue hopes created in the London office of the Free- 
land League for Jewish Territorial Colonisation by the 
mission of Dr. Steinberg to Australia on. its behalf do 
credit to the persistence of that enthusiast for Jewish 
overseas settlement. Although it would be premature 
to suppose that concrete results are impending, the good- 
will with which he has been received in the Antipodes, 
despite the criticism which has been levelled at his 
project for the colonisation of the Western Australian 
Kimberleys, is at least encouraging besides showing a 
fine human sympathy with the victims of oppression. 
Similarly hopeful seems to be the plan for the settlement 
of refugees in the Dominican Republic. There is indeed 
very urgent need for possibilities of this kind. 


WHEN THE WAR IS OVER 

Even when Nazism is liquidated and Germany returns 
again into the comity of civilised nations, there will be 
vast numbers of war-scattered peoples, in addition to 
the thousands of German refugees who have already 
escaped into other countries and for whom it may be 
hard to find a home in their land of origin, impoverished 
as it will have been by war and the many years of Nazi 
economic insanity. The victory of Democracy in the 
present conflict may render the number of claimants to 
resettlement fewer-than would otherwise be feared. It 
is profoundly to be hoped so. But the possibilities are 
too poignant for any too-confident reliance on such a 
prospect. The more numerous, therefore, the havens of 
refuge, and the earlier they are explored, the more 
speedily and humanely the post-war problem will be 
solved and the less severe will be the difficulties which 
each area of settlement will have to face. 


THAT MUNICH BOMB 


Tue hunt for the guilty party, or more probably 
parties, in the attempt on Hitler’s life still continues, but, 
to date, without result. Invitations to the general public 
to participate in the search have, however, produced: a 
crop of denunciations so immense that the secret police 
have had to set up three commissions to deal with accu- 
sations made against Jews, Monarchists, and Commu- 
nists respectively. That the Jews would be included 
goes, of course, without saying, inconceivable as it obvi- 
ously is that any of these unhappy people, cowering 
under incessant menace, would have dared for one 
moment to take a step which would inevitably have led 
to a pogrom beside which even the enormities of last 
year’s outrage would have paled into insignificance. 
So far the only “ idea” thrown out by the official gang 
is that “ the trail of the assassins leads abroad.” Cham- 
berlain, we are assured, threw the bomb—yjust as 
“Churchill sank the Athena.” In the light of 
these fantastic statements, bordering on frenzied lunacy, 
one can measure the amount of truth in the no less 
fantastic charges made to justify the torture of German 
Jewry—charges which, by the crude methods of repeti- 
tion, found credence even among certain usually sane 
persons in this country. They must now be feeling 
remorse for their past gullibility. 


A WORN-OUT SCAPEGOAT 


MEANWHILE, two things may be deduced with growing 
certainty. First, the attack could not have been made 
without the connivance, if not the active co-operation, 
of the S.S., or the Secret Police. Such lawlessness on the 
part of the custodians of official lives, carried out.for 
the perpetrators’ own special purposes, it may be re- 
called, were a feature of the Russian Tsarist regime. 


. Secondly, all the signs suggest that underground 


Opposition movements in Germany, of which the bomb 
was the evidence, are much more widespread than many 
may have supposed, and the talk of a hundred per cent. 
national backing of the Hitlerist regime is_ therefore 
another Nazi myth “exploded.” Any penalisation of 
the usual Jewish scapegoat as a result of the abortive 
plot could only emphasise the impotence of the Nazi 
clique in face of their increasing difficulties, and add one 
more count against them in the tribunal of the universal 
conscience. 


THE LUBLIN NAZI GHETTO 


Not long ago the. Nazi Press announced that a “ Jew- 
ish State” was to be established in the Lublin district 
of German-occupied Poland. We hear little now of that 
project of Jewish sovereignty tempered by Nazi control. 
What does seem to be in process of creation Is a sort 
of Jewish reserve into which other Jews, unfortunate 
victims of the Hitlerist regime, can be packed, thus olfer- 
ing a “solution” of the problem of what to do not 

= with the million and a half Jews whom the Fuhrer 
acquired by his Polish conquest but also with their co- 
religionists with whom he found himself confronted as a 
consequence of his swoop on Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia—to say nothing of the Jewish remnant in the 
old and not so “great” Reich. But the extent ot the 
reserve seems to be as uncertain as Hitler's other policies 


. just now. This has not prevented a start being made 


with the uprooting of Jews in Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia, and the dumping down of enforced migrants 10 
the new Ghetto. According to the Berlin correspondent 
of a well-known Danish paper, the first batches sent 
from Moravska-Ostrava and Vienna were ordered not 
to talk at railway stations or display their emotions when 
they parted from their families. He tells us, too, that 
there was some panic, particularly among the Viennese 
Jewish victims, and that several suicides and escapes 
occurred, 
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A CHANGE OF HELLS 

Our former Warsaw Correspondent, in an article in 
this issue, estimates that 50,000 Jews have already been 
torn from their homes in this brutal fashion. and that 
large numbers of others have also been sent down from 
the Baltic port of Gdynia. To what sort of destination? 
To a country consisting mostly of sandy dunes and with 
only a small fertile area, and a district without industries 
of any importance. Ninety per cent. of the 315,000 
Jews already there are utterly poor. On this sterile ter- 
ritory are to be thrown hundreds of thousands of more 
Jews already stripped of their belongings, with orders 
to those sent to the villages, most of them elderly 


lawyers, traders, and. others, to start intensive farming. - 


Inevitably they have got a cold reception from the local 
Polish peasantry, which is alarmed by the risk, as they 
see it, of becoming landless, and in a word the deportees 
are finding that they have only exchanged one Nazi hell 
for another even worse. Of course, this crazy scheme 
of the Nazi “ contortionists” has no better chance of 
permanence than have the other wholesale deportations 
which Hitler is actively prosecuting. The Jewish reserve, 
it is said, will be strongly guarded so that no non-Jews 
will be able to enter and no Jews to leave. In short, a 
double-locked Jewish ghetto! Fortunately the last word 
in this matter does not rest with the modern Torquemada 
in Berlin. “I will say without a doubt,” said Mr. 
Churchill, in his powerful and heartening broadcast last 
Sunday, “ that the fate of Holland and Belgium, like that 
of Poland, Czechoslovakia, and Austria, will be decided 
by the victory of the British Empire and the French 
Republic! ” 


AFTER HITLER 

ALTHOUGH the declared aim of the Allies is to destroy 
Hitlerism—so truly branded “the evil thing “—sober 
opinion realises that the task is heavy and may be long. 
But the problems that will arise when that poisonous “upas 
tree” has been cut down and Europe breathes freely 
again are so tremendous that there is no unwisdom in 
studying them rm advance, if only that the nations them- 
selves may not be caught unawares in the event of an 
unexpectedly early German collapse. An article from a 
well-informed correspondent, which willbe found on 
another page of this issue, attempts to do a little such 
forward thinking. It refers to the report of the actual 


setting up of a Shadow German Government abroad, 


and deals with its possible attitude to German Jewry. It 
is, naturally, hypothetical, and perhaps: its most re- 
assuring feature is that it does present some elements of 
an alternative administration when the Nazi system 
takes the plunge into the depths. That the German 
Jewish question must come up urgently for discussion 
whenever civilised institutions are restored in Germany 
can, however, be taken for granted. It will demand 
careful handling. All the more reason, then, that Jews, 
like so many other communities, should endeavour, as 
far as possible, to clarify their ideas against the day 
when the Hitlerist monstrosity is a thing of the .past, 
unwept and unsung.

THE TRAINING OF CHAPLAINS 


Work of War-Services Committee 


From Mr. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD. O.B.E, (Chairman) 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sir.—-Your editorial comments on the Chaplaincy Services 
in your issue of the 10th inst. were evidently written under 
a misapprehension. The Jevash War-Services Committee 
and the Senior Jewish Chaplain to the Forces are in con- 
stant touch with the War Office on this subject, and the 


War Office, whilst full of goodwil!, has great difficulty in 


‘meeting our needs until the necessary data are available, 


upon which alone the appointment of Chaplains can be 
based. The War Office is aware of the urgency of this 
matter. and the Community may rest assured that, at the 
earliest possible moment, a Jewish Chaplain to the Forces 


- will proceed to France. 


In your further comments you evidently overlooked the 
fact that the only method of training Chaplains ts by 
appointing Ministers as Officiating Chaplains to various 
camps and districts. A large number of such Officiating 
Chaplains are now actually very hard at work. They 
devote much labour and time to their duties, and they are 
rendering most valuable services to the troops and to the 
Community. From among their number will be recruited 
men to take up commissions as and when the War Office 
is in a position to make appomtments. 

Funds will undoubtedly be necessary in due course, but 
so far the question of financt has not been a handicap in 
dealing with these problems.

MANCHESTER SHECHITA BOARD 


Provision for Jewish Educction 
[From our Correspondent] 


Last Sunday the Manchester Shechita Board unani- 
mously passed a resolution empowering the Executive 
to raise the tax on local poultry-killing by Id. per head. 

Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree, the Chairman, who proposed 
the resolution, said that the tax would be used in the 
first place to meet the cost of the Communal Rabbi's 
scheme for providing Jewish education for the evacuated 
Jewish children in various Lancashire reception areas, 
and then for providing Kasher food for the children. 

After paying a tribute to the hosts for the home 
comforts and protection which they were offering to 
the children, Mr. Sicree said that the Executive of the 
Shechita Board, together with the Communal Rabbi 
and ‘the Executive of the Council of Manchester and 
Salford Jews, were satisfied that the Jewish conscious- 
ness of these children must be retained at whatever 
sacrifice, and they therefore suggested that the burden 
should be spread over all members of the community, 
whether they had children evacuated or not. “If our 
children grow up into manhood without Jewish religion 
and education,” went on Mr. Sicree, “there may well 
be no need for a Shechita Board.” | 


Danger of Estrangement from Judaism 


The resolution was seconded by Mr. Nathan Laski, 
who said that the scheme for the provision of 


education in five districts was a-most necessary one and 


had been worked out on a conservative basis. Mr. 
Levy Davis, Chairman of the Joint Jewish Education 
Board, said that unless immediate action were taken, the 


‘children would gradually become estranged from 


Judaism. “If we let things slide,” he said, “ we shall 
lose our children.” Mr. Davis urged that efforts be 


made to secure contributions from the parents of. 


the evacuated children. 
Following upon a point raised by Mr. H. Heilpern, 
the Chairman said that the Board would advise the 


Jewish public not to pay more for their poultry than 


the regular charge, plus a penny. 

Rabbi Dr. Altmann said that the resolution passed 
that day by the Board was of vital importance for the 
future of Manchester Jewry. It was encouraging to 
find that lay leaders of the community were taking such 
a keen interest in the religious welfare of the children. 

Mr. Laski expressed thanks to Mr. M. Wilks, 
Treasurer of the Evacuation Co-ordinating Committee, 
for his practical work in connection with the. scheme 
and also advocated the grouping of evacuated Jewish 
children in hostels wherever. possible. 


SALFORD CORPORATION AND 
JEWISH RELIEF CASES 


Board of Guardians’ Decision 


The Manchester Jewish Board of Guardians, of which 
Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., is the President, have decided 
for the time being to refer all Salford Jewish relief cases 
to the Salford Public Assistance Committee. The Board 
claims that, in view of its serious financial position, it 
is no longer capable of dealing with these cases, which, 
on an average, cost the Board in relief. alone over 
£2,500 per annum (exclusive of administration expenses 
and loans). This sum is roughly three times as 
large as the annual grant of £800 which the Board has 
in recent years been receiving from the Salford Corpora- 
tion. With the outbreak of war, and the consequent 
reduction in subscriptions to the Board, and the impossi- 
bility of organising large functions in aid of its funds, 
as in previous years, the Board now finds that it is in 
an even more difficult position than when it first applied 
to the Salford Corporation for the renewal of the annual 


grant, with an addition of £200, towards the current - 


year’s expenses. |

A contribution of £45, collected in small sums from mem- 
bers of the Holy Law Synagogue by the Beadle, Mr. Isaacs, 
has been received by the local branch of the Central British 
Fund for German Jewry. ; 

At a recent meeting of the Committee of the Holy Law 
Synagogue, it was reported that £50 had been donated to 
the Board of Deputies’ Defence Fund, and £45 to the 
German-Jewish Relief Fund.

At a meeting of the special Committee dealing with 
the question of Jewish evacuees, held last week, at which 
Mrs. A. M. Hurwitz presided, the Rev. A. S. Super 
presented his report on his visit to the Jewish children 
at Lincoln and Lincolnshire. He said that thanks to 
the good offices of Mr. Worts, Headmaster of the Leeds 
City School, he had been able to address a meeting of 
pupils of the Leeds City School, Roundhay- High School 
and Thoresby High School. 

Following this meeting with the pupils, Mr..Super had 
a conference with Mr. Hooten, Director of Education 
for Lincoln, and the principals of various schools in 
Mr. Super was. proyided with a 
supplementary list of Jewish pupils, who numbered 
some 141. He extended the thanks of the Jewish com- 
munity to the Director of Education and the various 
principals, for their efforts on. behalf .of the Jewish 
children. 

The Parents and Jewish Food

by Jewish parents with regards to food which had made 
it impossible to billet more Jewish children in Lincoln, 
where some householders were protesting about accept- 
ing them.

The Rev. A. S. Super, said the Chairman, had made 
satisfactory arrangements for periodical visits to the 
Camps, and wherever possible divine services would be 
held and contact kept with all Leeds Jewish soldiers. 
These fresh burdens involved new financial commit- 
ments for the United Hebrew Congregation. 

Mr. Henry Freedman, the Treasurer, said that it was 
impossible for the United Hebrew Congregation to 
increase its burden of expenditure in view of the large 
number of families who had evacuated, and who had 
temporarily suspended payment of their dues to the 
Congregation. He suggested that an appeal be made 
for funds to cope with the emergency problems. 

Mr. A. Friedman said that it would be unfair to 
impose a further tax on the members of the Congrega- 
tion, and hoped that the President would issue a special 
appeal to the entire community for dealing with 
problems which belonged to the community as a whole, 
and not to any particular section of it. 

Mr. J. Gillinson reported that the Rev. I. Cohen had 
already planned his special duties for the Moortown 
Synagogue. He had organised Children’s Services and 
was arranging for the Hebrew and religious education of 
Jewish children in that area. , 


Mr. E. M. Rowlands reviewed the effects of war con- 
ditions on the activities of the Judean Club, at a recent 
meeting of the Committee. Since the outbreak of war, the 
Club has ceased to function, and efforts are being made to 
reopen its doors for the benefit of Jewish boys and girls of 
Leeds.

It 
was stated that some of the survivors had been accom- 
modated, temporarily, at the Garnethill Refugee Hostel, 
which had beer kept open, although the majority of 
the children had been evacuated. . 

Mr. Sachs said that the hostel had been retained for 
the use of older boys, and for older domestic servants, 
some of whom had lost their employment as the result 
of the war. Reviewing the work of the Committee, Mr. 
Sachs said that they were no longer in a position to get 
anyone out of Germany. They had now to help those 
who could not support themselves, although the main 
work of the Committee was for the time beings with 
the Aliens Tribunal. While it was. not opportune to 
give an- account of the work before the Tribunal, Mr. 
Jack Morrison said that all who had so far appeared 
had been proved bona-fide refugees.

HOVE BANS ANTI-NAZI FILM 


Because it would “ enhance hatred against Germany,” 
the Hove film censors have refused to change their 
decision to ban the Russian anti-Nazi film, “ Professor 
Mamilock.” 

In an interview with a pressman, Alderman Arthur 
Wales said: “ We stand oy the ban. We do not con- 
sider that the film is suitable to be shown in war-time.” 
Dr. Walford, of Brighton, who has seen the film, stated: 
“ The film certainly does not stir up feeling against the 
German people. Rather it makes you feel sorry for 
them for having to stand powerless by and watch Nazi 
persecution.” Sir Cooper Rawson, M.P. of Hove, said: 
“I have seen the film and I saw nothing to object to. . . 
I don’t think it is calculated to’ stir up hatred against the 


Germans.” 


The film, “ Professor. Mamlock,” deals with the Nazis’ rise 
to power, shows brutal stormtroopers beating up defenceless 
people, and depicts the persecution of a Jewish surgeon, who 
ts the central character. 


At the meeting of the Brighton Town Council, held on 
Thursday in last week, the constitution of the Public Assist- 
ance Committee for the ensuing year was debated. Protest 
was made against the continued presence on that Com- 
mittee of a Councillor who recently made charges against 
Jewish refugees which were subsequently proved to be 
entirely without foundation.

JEWISH REFUGEES COMMITTEE 


The Garnethill Hostel 


The work of the Glasgow Jewish Refugees’ Com- 
mittee in assisting a number of refugees who were 
rescued from the Athenia was referred to by. Mr. 
Joseph Sachs, J.P., when he presided over a meeting 
of the Committee in the Zionist Centre last week. It 
was stated that some of the survivors had been accom- 
modated, temporarily, at the Garnethill Refugee Hostel, 
which had been kept open, although the majority of 
the children had been evacuated. 

Mr. Sachs said that the hostel had been retained for 
the use of older boys, and for older domestic servants, 
some of whom had lost their employment as the result 
of the war. Reviewing the work of the Committee, Mr. 
Sachs said that they were no longer in a position to get 
anyone out of Germany. They had now to help those 
' who could not support themselves, although the main 
work of the Committee was for the time being with 
the Aliens Tribunal. While it was not opportune to 
give an account of the work before the Tribunal, Mr. 
Jack Morrison said that all who had so far appeared 
‘had been proved bona-fide refugees. 

A statement on the financial position was given by 
Mr. Sagman, who said that the Case Committee met 
weekly to give grants to individual cases, and in this 
work they had the co-operation of Messrs. Ellis Isaacs, 
and Jack Hanson. A report on the hostel was given 
by Mrs. M. T. Mann who said that twenty-seven 
children had been evacuated to Glencarse, Perthshire, 
where they were being. well looked after. 
senior boys had been admitted to Perth Academy, while 
the others attended local village schools.: 


WINDOW SMASHING PLEASES NAZIS 


The recent smashing and defacing of Jewish shop- 
windows in Glasgow during the black-out has caused 
rejoicing among the Nazis in Germany In a wireless 
- broadcast, the incident took on the proportions of a 
“serious anti-Jewish demonstration,” . which began 
during the afternoon, and which the police were power- 
less to prevent. The “fury .of the population,” it was 
stated, was especially directed against the Jewish shops.

The report submitted by the Rev. A. Plaskow of the 
part played in the National effort, both military and 
civil, by members of the Congregation and their sons 
and daughters, was received with enthusiasm. It was 
announced that Mr. Plaskow had received official 
intimation from the War Office of his appointment as 
Jewish Chaplain to the Eastern Command. 

A request for assistance from the War Comforts 
Committee of the Essex Regiment was responded to. 
It was decided to appoint Miss Agnes Mendoza, of 32,,. 
Whitefriars Crescent, Westcliff, to be in charge of the 
collection of cigarettes, tobacco, magazines, etc., for 
men of the regiment. All gifts, and offers to’ knit 
garments, etc., should be addressed to Miss Mendoza. 
Mr. Stuart Wand is in charge of the War Comforts 
Fund of the local Association of Jewish Youth.

HOVE BANS ANTI-NAZI FILM 


Because it would “ enhance hatred against Germany,” 
the Hove film censors have refused to change their 
decision to ban the Russian anti-Nazi film, “ Professor 
Mamlock.”’ | 

In ar interview with a pressman, Alderman Arthur 
Wales said: “ We stand oy the ban. We do not con- 
sider that the film is suitable to be shown in war-time.” 
Dr. Walford, of Brighton, who has seen the film, stated: 
“ The film certainly does not stir up feeling against the 
German people. Rather it makes you feel sorry for 
them for having to stand powerless by and watch Nazi 
persecution.” Sir Cooper Rawson, M.P. of Hove, said: 
“1 have seen the film and I saw nothing to object to. . . 
I don’t think it is calculated to stir up hatred against the 
Germans.” 

The film, “ Professor Mamlock,” deals with the Nazis’ rise 
to power, shows brutal stormtroopers beating- up defenceless 


people, and depicts the persecution of a Jewish surgeon, who 
is the central character. 


At the meeting of the Brighton Town Council, held on 
Thursday in last week, the constitution of the Public Assist- 
ance Committee for the ensuing year was debated. Protest 
was made against the continued presence on that Com- 


_mittee of a Councillor who recently made charges against 


Jewish refugees which were subsequently proved to be 
entirely without foundation. The gentleman in question 
(who was not present) was reappointed, after it had been 
urged on his behalf that he had humbly apologised for a 
serious mistake. 

Presiding last week at the opening of an exhibition of 
Contemporary Polish Art at the Brighton Art Gallery, 
the Mayor expressed sympathy with the victims of 
oppression in that land, and recalled local efforts during 
the last war for the relief of sufferers in Poland, irrespective 
of creed. The exhibition, being in aid of the Mavor’s 
Winter Relief Fund, makes a doubly compelling appeal 
at this time. Among the artists represented are Efroim 
and Menasze Seidenbeutel, twins who paint together the 
same pictures. 


A number of boys belonging to the Bernhard Baron St. 
George’s Jewish Settlement have recently been evacuated 
here from London. They have been formed into a club 


- which will meet twice weekly at the Montefiore Hall of the

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RATIONING anp THE CHILD 


No danger of Malnutrition if food 


Values are Studied 


SUPPLYING THE 
ESSENTIAL FATS 


OES rationing constitute a menace 
1) to the proper nutrition of young 
children? And will the restric- 
tions soon to be placed upon the 
sale of such fundamental foods as butter 
mean that there will be such distresjing 
cases of under-nourishment as were so 
painful an aftermath of the last war? 
These questions are exercising the 
minds of many of us to-day, and the 
fears that they engender add to the 


already heavy worries of the parent of 


our times. 

Fortunately the dangers of malnutri- 
tion are considerably less to-day than 
they were to the children whose early 
years fell during the last war. The entire 
process of food preparation on the com- 
mercial side has been so scientifically 
perfected that modern products, to the 
manufacture of which highly trained 
bio-chemists have contributed their skill, 
are very different from those accepted 
by the public twenty-five years ago. 


Fish Oils Make up 
Deficiencies 

Nor should the restriction which butter 
rationing must impose lead to any ill 
effects, provided that the deficiency in 
protein fat, should it occur, is made up 
by the inclusion in children’s diet of those 
fish otls which are available to-day. in 

such varied forms. 3 
Mothers should carefully observe 
whether the ration of butter allowed by 
the Government falls short in any way 
of the quantity formerly consumed by the 
child. There is no absolute measure for 
children’s requirements of a given food, 
as this must depend upon the other simi- 
lar foods eaten. For'instance, the child 
who drinks liberal supplies of milk will 


be less dependent upon butter than the 
child who drinks very little milk. 
Generally speaking, in winter time, 
children get less fat from milk, because 
they can no longer drink it cold, and in 
many cases even prefer weak tea or some 
other beverage. In that case, the need of 


‘some additional protein fat is indicated, 


and the child should be given some form 
of fish oil. 

The older child should be encouraged 
to eat as much cheese as possible, and

also herrings, which are rich in animal 


fat. 


Vegetable margarine is a valuable asset 
to the housewife, and it should be made 
use of for cooking in which butter would 


hitherto have been used. But vegetable 


tional vitamins necessary for normal and 
healthy development in childhood and 
also to act as a guard against infectious 
diseases. But naturally it is better for 
children to get their food requirements 
in the normal way and to eat with healthy 
appetites. Therefore foods should be 
chosen carefully for their values, 


Brown bread is of far greater value to — 


children than is white bread, as many 
of the mineral salts and properties in 
bread are destroyed by the process of re- 
fining. Potatoes should be cooked in 
their skins. All vegetables should be 


* either steamed or cooked in the oven, in 


casseroles or as stews, so that the water 
in which they cook and which conserves

all the valuable properties of the vege- 
tables, is eaten as well in the form of 
gravy. 

Fortunately, also, housewives need not 
fear the substitution of tinned for fresh 
food to-day. The modern process of 


fat, excellent though it is as a nutritives canning fruits and vegetables preserves 


element, does not entirely replace the ani- 
mal fat of which butter is almost wholly 
composed and which is necessary for the 
growing child. 

It is possible to-day to obtain inde- 
pendently of food products all the addi- 


practically all the vital elements of the 
fresh food. Furthermore, only sound 
fruit or vegetables are used for canning, 
as these alone give the best results, and 
they are canned immediately after pick- 
ing, before any oxidisation takes place.

JEWISH COOKERY 


BREAKFAST DISHES 


_Grilied Fresh Herrings 


Have the herrings split and boned and 
cut each into two fillets. Sprinkle with salt, 
pepper, and lemon juice, and grill lightly. 
Make as many pieces of toast as there are 
fillets, spread with anchovy butter, and lay 
a fillet on each. Margarine can be used in 
place of butter, and add anchovy paste or 
essence to taste. 


Fish Toasts 


For four persons, take two large kippers, 
cook lightly (if the oven is being used just 
‘warm through on one of the lower shelves), 
then remove the skin and bones and flake 
the fish; skin and chop three tomatoes, and 
mix with the prepared fish together with 
one ounce of vegetable fat and a little 
pepper. 

This should be prepared the previous day, 
and at breakfast time it will only need to be 
made thoroughly hot and heaped up on 
four rounds of hot toast. Any left-over fish. 
flaked or pounded and moistened with a 
little savoury sauce, can be served on hot 
toast or fried bread. If there is no left-over 
sauce, thicken a little milk with butter and 
flour and flavour with anchovy essence, 
curry powder, or chopped capers. 


Fried Bananas 


TAKE as many bananas as _ required, 
remove the peel and strings, and split 
through in halves. Cut some stale bread 
into pieces a little larger than the bananas, 
fry a golden brown, and keep hot; fry the 
bananas in vegetable fat until lightly 
browned, put each on a piece of fried 
bread, and sprinkle with lemon juice. 


Scrambled Eggs and Sweet Corn 

A tin of sweet corn. Onion juice, | tea- 

Three eggs. spoonful. 

Margarine, 1 oz. Salt, pepper 

App the corn to the lightly beaten eggs, 
and season with .salt, pepper, and onion 
juice. Melt the margarine in a small sauce- 
pan, add the mixture, and stir over a 
moderate heat till it is thick and creamy. 
Serve on hot toast. 


Curried Eggs 
Four poached or steamed eggs. 
Curry Sauce. 
Make the sauce and cook the rice the 
previous day. At breakfast time, reheat the 
rice in boiling water and make the sauce 
hot. 
Arrange each egg on a little mound of 
rice and coat with the sauce. 


Curry Sauce: Melt one and a_ half 
ounces of vegetable fat in a small saucepan; 
fry two teaspoonfuls of finely-chopped 
onion. a golden brown; then stir in two 
teaspoonfuls each of curry powder and 
flour, and fry for two or three minutes. 
Then gradually add half a pint of milk and 
water. Stir till boiling and simmer for ten 
minutes, 


Rice, 3 ozs. 


Fish Cakes 
Mashed tatoes, Chopped  parsiey, 
Cooked fish, 4b. teaspoonful. 
One egg. Salt, pepper, and 
Breadcrumbs. lemon juice. 


REMOVE skin and bones from the fish, 
flake finely, and mix with the potatoes. 
Unless these have already been mashed with 
margarine, add an ounce together with the 
egg-yolk, a teaspoonful of lemon juice, 
chopped parsley, and seasoning of salt and 
pepper. Mix thoroughly; form into flat 
cakes, brush over with white of egg, and 
roll in breadcrumbs. Fry a golden brown 
in boiling oil.

THE OLDEST JEWISH CEMETERY 


The Mile End Cemetery, on whose wall anti-Jewish 
hooligans scrawled their beastly slogans last week during 
the black-out hours, is the oldest Jewish cemetery in the 
country, being opened in 1657, two years after Cromwell 
gave his permission to the Jews, through Manasseh ben 
Israel, to return to Britain. The land was acquired by 
the two Jews Carvajal, head of the London Marranos, 
and .Simon de Caceres. The cemetery, which is the 
property of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation 
and is at the rear of the Beth Holim Hospital, has been 
long disused.

IRONY 

There is more than a touch of irony in the reported 
arrest by the Soviet Government of Joseph Czernichow, 
of Vilna. Czernichow was one of Vilna Jewry’s most 
respected and energetic heads and was also one of the 
leading lawyers of the city, being a great fighter for free- 
dom of individual opinion. A friend of mine who was 
in Vilna last year tells me that one day at the Law Courts 
he met Czernichow, who told him that he was defending 
a youth of 16, who was accused of being a Communist. 
If the prisoner was found guilty he was liable to a long 
term of -imprisonment. Czernichow was frequently 
briefed for the defence in cases of this sort. 


CHAPLAIN TO FRENCH FORCES 


Rabbi Simon Langer, Minister of the Orthodox com- 
munity in Paris, will be known to many readers of this 
paper, because of his supervision of the £ashrut arrange- 
ments on board the liners of the Compagnie Générale 
Transatlantique (French Line). He had much to do 
with the installing of the Synagogue in the liner 
Normandie. Now (my Paris correspondent tells me) 
he is serving as a Chaplain in the French Army. He 
had volunteered for this work before war. broke out, 
his services to last for the duration of hostilities.

CHRISTIAN KINDNESS 

Many reports reach me of the kindness and considera- 
tion shown to Jewish children by teachers in the recep- 
tion areas up and down the country. Deserving of 
special mention, I think, is Miss Potter, the headmistress 
of the South Hampstead High School, which is rusticat- 
ing at Berkhamsted. A visiting Jewish teacher holds ser- 
vices once a month for the Jewish children, but Miss 
Potter thought this was Msufficient and she has stepped 
into the breach herself and conducts supplementary ser- 
vices for her Jewish pupils.

BY EVACUEES FOR EVACUEES 


Two or three small synagogal or similar magazines 
have already made their appearance for children, with 
an eye to their dispatch to evacuees. Manchester, for 
instance, is the birthplace this month of the “ Nearenu,” 
a monthly publication, whose Editorial Board is com- 
posed of Communal Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann, Rabbi K. 
Rosen, Mr. Israel Sunlight, and Mr. Lucien Harris. 
Catford has produced the “ Catford Synagogue Hebrew 
and Religion Classes Gazette,” under the editorship of 
the Rev. C. J. Cooper. But what is probably the first 
real evacuation magazine, produced at “evacuation 
headquarters,” is the “ Jews’ Free School Evacuation 
News Sheet.” In the Isle of Ely district are billeted the 
350 boys and 325 girls of this old London school, and 
the Headmaster, Dr. E. Bernstein, caused the school 
printing plant to be brought down so as to continue this 
entertaining activity of the boys. Under the direction 
of Mr. D. R. Isaacs, they have-printed Issue No. 1 — 
“ Foreman A. Felby, and assistants T. Cohen, D. Rosen- 
blatt, and I, Aaronson.” While this three-page pam- 
phlet makes an excellent means of recording the school’:

A GREAT HISTORICAL 
NARRATIVE 


Sholem Asch’s Life of Jesus 


The Nazarene. By SHotem Ascn. Routledge, 8s. 6d. 
Reviewed by the Rev. Ephraim Levine 


Sholem Asch has a world reputation as a novelist. 
But he is not the writer who panders to the armchair 
reader anxious merely to pass the time away. His are 
the novels which have a purpose far above the provision 
of recreation. He is a teacher who invites us to think 
as we read, because he is not concerned so much with 
the telling of a story as with the moral lessons of history. 
If this is true of his other novels, it is especially true 
with his latest—his magnum opus-——upon which he has 
been engaged for many years and which represents the 
culmination of a long period of research. 

“The Nazarene ™ is a novel of the life of Christ. Asch 
has many forerunners in such a task. The eternal theme 
of the earthly pilgrimage of the Nazarene and its effect 
upon the history of the world, with the background of 
the Gospels, has found many interpreters both in the ranks 
of historians and novelists. Sometimes the history has 
proved to be more romance than fact. Our earliest 
recollections go back to the Life of Christ by Dean Farrar, 
where the learned theologian in the maze of eloquence left 
us groping for facts and realities. 


An Ambitious Project 


It-is always an ambitious project to present a dispassion- 
ate account of this great era and to hold the balance justly 
between fact and imagination. The problem is intensified 
by the necessary qualifications of any writer who would 
embark upon such an undertaking. It presupposes a vast 
knowledge of Hebrew religious lore; it demands a thorough 
grasp of the historical conditions antecedent to the period; 
it calls for a sympathetic and patient examination of 
Original sources; and if a historian’ can be without bias— 
and Lord Acton maintained he could not—he must allow 
himself to hide his own personal predilections or only 
permit them to obtrude in order to elucidate and not to 
colour the narrative 

if these facts are {roe as to qualifications, then Sholem 
Asch must be the ideal man for the task. I cannot think 
of any historical novel | have read in which knowledge, 
sympathy, and the capacity to write were more evident. 
This book divides itself into three parts. They are all 
different presentations of the central theme. Part One ts 
the historian’s survey of the conditions in Palestine under 
the Roman rule with Pontius Pilate as the Procurator. The 
narrative is put into the mouth of one Cornelius, a Roman 
officer under Pontius Pilate) Those appeared to be pros- 
perous days in Palestine, with the Temple standing in all 
its glory and its services and sacrifices closely guarded by 
the dominant priestly families. We. have the gradual 
awakening of the Roman authorities to the power exercised 
by the priesthood and the apparent sublimation of all 
Jewish life to the dominion of the Temple: life. 


Priest Versus Prophet 


Cornelius. himself. seems more interested in this aspect 
of life in Jerusalem than in the work imposed upon him by 
Rome. But amid all the apparent glamour, signs are not 
wantine ‘of underground currents. It is the old struggle 
between priest and prophet which provoked religious 
controversy in the days of Amos and his successors. The 
way was being prepared for John the Baptist and the 
Nazarene. Cornelius is made a witness of the caprice of 
Salome at the Court of Herod and the handing of the 
head of John to the spoiled infant by the weak Herod. He 
comes. too, under the spell of the new teacher from Galilee. 


Ihe picture of the times enables us to realise how ‘the — 


advent of Jesus, or Yeshua as he ts called, found a ready 
welcome in the lives of many of the poorer folk to whom 
the riddle of life was as perplexing as their successors in 
subsequent ages have found it. ‘ 

Part Two purports to be the discovered fragment of -a 
gospel according to Judas Iscariot. One of the disciples 
of Jesus, he follows his Master from place to place and 
sees and hears the wonders and their effect upon the 
populace. We live here in the pages of the Synoptic 
Gospels, only we have more embellishment. The character 
of Jesus is allowed to reveal itself as it does in the gospels, 
but there is a wealth of Jewish lore put into the mouth of 
the speaker, and the vast Knowledge of the author in Bible 
and Rabbinic sources enables us to visualise the gradual 
Cleavage between the new doctrines-——as. they appeared— 
and old tradition. The wonder child in the Temple, his 
disputations with Rabbis, the alleged trial before the 
Rabbinical authorities, are all presented with an attempt to 
understand. It is in this portion of the work that we have 
the clearest appreciation of the influence of the Nazarene 
on his disciples and of his human love and sympathy. 


Truth of the Crucifixion 


Part Three affords us another point of view in the narra- 
tive of Joseph, a young student of Nicodemus. Here is the 
learned one among the Pharisees trying to sketch the life 
of Jesus and tts effect right till the time when the last 
week culminated in what has proved to be the great world 
tragedy. The crucifixion we know now from accredited 
evidence to have been the work not of the Jews but of those 
who thought or feared they saw in the life and work of 
the Nazarene not the bearer of a new evangel to humanity 


but the personification of a real menace to Rome—the 
new King of the Jews. 1 

One cannot do justice to this great study in a short 
notice. It must be read to be understood and appreciated. 
Sholem Asch writes in Yiddish. The translation is by 
Maurice Samuei. and if the original has been faithfully 
transcribed then Yiddish in the hands of Sholem Asch must 
indeed be a powerful vehicle for the expression of thought. 
The beauty of the diction throughout, the flexibility and 
variety of language, the powers of description, and the 
charm, even magnetism, which draws us from page to page 
in rapt anticipation, all combine to produce a deep sense 
of joyous satisfaction to the reader. 

it is a rather long book. There are passages which seem 
to repeat themselves, especially in the second part, which 
might have shortened some of the impressions of Judas 
Iscariot. But in a theological discourse, | suppose’ repetition 
is inevitable. The effect is not invalidated thereby. 

What impression this work will make upon the mind 
of the ordinary Jewish reader I cannot prophesy. He may 
affect to disregard the conclusions to which one who has 
spent time on the study of this period of history will be 
brought. But in these days when the world has seen and 
sees to what ends the first century of the Christian era has 
distorted history to the injury of the Jew it is well to think 
over the events of those days and to know exactly what they 
mean. 


Stimulating Diversion 


Not the least interesting feature of the work is the form 
in which it ts cast by the friendship of an anti-Semite with 
a Jew. But the reader must not be introduced to all the 
secrets, and I leave off with a strong recommendation and 
a promise that the reading of this great historical narrative 
will bring a stimulating diversion from the ordinary thoughts 
which are unhappily our daily lot. . For the mission of peace 
even if it has not yet captured humanity still stands waiting 
to be grasped. 


THE MYTH OF RACE 


Anthropology of Central Europe 
The Races of Central Europe. By G: M. Moranrt. 


Allen and Unwin, London, §s.

Dr. Morant’s footnote to history “ written as a protest ” 
against the views regarding race which were almost univer- 
sally accepted at the time of the Munich Agreement is now 
itself a matter largely of historical interest. 

But though events have made Dr. Morant's protest to a 
certain extent superfluous, his study is none the less valuable 
as a’contribution to the anthropology of Central Europe. 
He discusses in detail the various cultural and physical 
features that go towards the identification of “ races” and 
shows the hopeless overlapping of classifications made on 
anv one single factor. : 

The boundaries that one. would erect on the basis of 
language—and this was the fallacy peddled by the Nazis— 
have no validity on the basis of physical features such as 
the cephalic index, stature, skin, hair and eye colours, 
blood grouping, and craniological measurements. In. turn. 
the boundaries erected on any one of these factors show 
almost equal overlapping. 

The fact. remains that the population of Central Europe 
shows a continuous range when treated as a statistical mass. 
whilst individual variations have no significant distribution. 


Attempts to trace back different existing groups to different. . 
primitive “ pure races end not in anthropological fact but ° 


in flights of fancy 

Modern anthropology, as distinct from its Nazi .perver- 
sion, is stressing the unity of man, making due allowance 
for cultural differences which are the result of social rather 
than physical inheritance. It is relatively easy to modify 
and influence social inheritance. Therein lies the hope of 
a united human race at peace. “Have we not all one 
Father? Has not one God created us all?” 


NOVEL OF THE EAST END 
Promising First Work 


Kiag Sol. By Barnerr SHERIDAN. Chatto and Windus, 
is. Od.

The London ghetto has, and always will be. fertile 
ground for novelists, .particularly for Jewish writers who 
know it intimately Proof of this truism is to be found in 
Mr. Sheridan's first novel, “ King Sol,” in which he not 
only portrays the outer surface of the East London scene 
but leads the reader through many of its subterranean 
channels in which the Jewish life is laid bare. 

The main link of the plot deals with a young Jewish 
boxing aspirant who is managed by his uncle Sol and 
against this the vivid background of East London is 
depicted. It is done effectively, primarily because the 
episodes of the tale are written concisely, simply, and 
objectively. The character of Sol, in particular, is alive, 
flesh and blood, representing all the racial facets of the 
proverbial ghetto flash-boy. Sol aspires to boxing honours 
as his nephew's manager, but succumbs in the fight to do so, 
eventually returning to his former job—a tailor’s presser 
in a little workshop. 

To judge a writer by his first novel is always a precarious 
task. But Mr. Sheridan shows promise, and perhaps time 
experience in the difficult. craft of authorship will favour 

im. 


LIFE OF LORD RUTHERFORD 


Scientist and Humanitarian 


Rutherford: Being the Life and Letters of the Rt. Hon. 
Lord Rutherhood, O.M. By A.S. Eve. Cambridge Universis, 


Press, 21s. 


This authorised biography of Lord Rutherford (187)- 
1937) gives a lifelike study prepared by a devoted friend 
and colleague. It aflords full and proper place to those 
marvellous discoveries in radioactivity made by the New 
Zealander who rose to be Cavendish Professor at Cambridge 
and President of the Royal Society. But the keynote is 
already struck in the foreword by Lord Baldwih, Chancellor 
of Cambridge University, describing the “refreshing 
personality and dauntless spirit” of “a man, a peer among 
men.” The biographer’s skill in presenting this aspect of 
his subject endows the book with a charm and an appeal 
for the general reader who may be unversed in scientific 
technicalities. 

Among the physicists of Jewish birth—fellow-workers 
with Rutherford—who figure in these pages are Einstein, 
Niels Bohr, Max Born, and Andrade. Others mentioned 
here as coming into close contact with him include such 
personalities as Samuel Alexander and Sir Arthur Schuster 
(colleagues at Manchester University), and Jacques Loch 
(his host in America). When Rutherford received the Nobe! 
Prize from the King of Sweden at Stockholm in 1908, three 
fellow-prizemen were Jews—Ehrlich, Metchnikoff, and 
Lippmann (who followed Michelson, the previous year's 
laureate in physics). 

Such was Rutherford’s devotion to his calling that even 
during the last war he maintained, as far as possible, his 
contacts with fellow-scientists in Germany and Austria. 
After the war, he most generously aided them, and was 
indefatigable in helping to restore friendly relationships 
When the Nazi outrages started in 1933, he immediately 
expressed his deep concern, and became President of the 
Academic Assistance Council (now the Society for the 
Protection of Science and Learning). His untiring labours 
for the exiled “ non-Aryan”™ scholars, as also in the causes 
of spiritual libetty and international -goodwill, are fully 
recorded in this fine book.

THE COMMUNAL DIRECTORATE SCHEME 

You have done the community a great service by pushing 
forward so persistently and so cogently the idea of a com- 
munal Directorate to meet the emergencies of war-time 
conditions. Those who in arguing against the setting-up 
of such a body, use the analogy of the British Government 
and Parliament, forget that in the national sphere circum- 
stances have compelled the vesting of executive powers of 
an exceptionally wide character in a small War Cabinet. 
In most communal organisations democracy means and 
always has meant little more than government with the 
passive consent of the governed. Very little is accom- 
plished at the meetings of the Board of Deputies, on which 
some people set such high hopes. The real work is done 
by its officers in the day-to-day conduct of its affairs. The 
same is true, only in an even greater degree, of the Zionist 
Federation, and of the veiled subsidiaries (e.g., the British 
Section of the World Jewish Congress) under which its 
ruling personalities sometimes function. I trust that if a 
communal Directorate is set up the co-operation of the 
provinces will be sought. Every provincial community 
should have a small but representative District Directorate, 
fulfilling locally functions analogous to those of the 
National Directorate in London and serving as a channel 
of communication between the latter body and the scattered 
Jewries outside the metropolis. It is interesting to note in 
this connection that neither in the list of organisations 
invited to be represented at the conference of evacuation 
problems convened by the Board of Deputies, nor in the 


list of organisations which have been invited to send repre-_ 


sentatives to the central committee that has been set up, 
are the names of any provincial bodies catering for the 
. welfare of Jewish evacuees to be found.—** LANCASTRIAN OF

GERMAN RABBIS ON ARMISTICE DAY 


In last week's issue of THe Jewish CHRONICLE there is a 


note of reference to the anniversary of the November: 


pogroms and to the fact that the United Synagogue had 
invited German Rabbis to occupy the pulpit on the morning 
of November 11 in some of the Constituent Synagogues. 
The invitation, no doubt, is in response to the request of the 
Chief Rabbi, embodied in a circular letter which was sent 
round to all Ministers throughout the country. One wonders 
what has come over the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire. 
Surely some other date following the Hebrew calendar 
might have been chosen for commemorating the anniver- 
sary of the pogroms in Germany, and November 11 left 
clear for English-speaking Ministers to give an Armistice 
message to their congregants, the Ministers probably being 
capable of referring to the German atrocities should they 
wish to do so. It is amazing that, whereas in other years, 
guidance and instructions. came from the Chief Rabbi with 
regard to the manner Armistice Day should be kept amongst 
Jews, this year when guidance might have been appreciated, 
not a word came from him, but in its place the request to 
find German-speaking Rabbis to occupy the tanec —“ PRO 
Patria,” Manchester. 


A JEWISH EVACUEE’S EXPERIENCE 


I was formerly an evacuee mother with one child. Owing 
to the closing up of the house wherein we were billeted, I 
found myself in the position of having nowhere to go. It was 
Erev Rosh Hashana, and I approached the Jewish liaison 
officer. “ You have my sympathy, but I can do nothing 
for you. Go back to London,” were his words. He made 
no attempt. to get in touch with the chief evacuation author- 
ities, and though I myself approached this body later, I had 
no time, since we had nowhere to sleep, to take advantage 
of the help which they gave me.—Mrs. ENA Wuyi BOGaRD, 
13, Riffel Road, N.W.?.

When, upon the instruction of L.C.C., 1 returned to London 
and was authorised to re-open the L.C.C. School, Shackle- 
well Lane, I found that all Hebrew Classes in the vicinity 
were closed down. Yet out of 200 children who presented 
themselves at my school, 80 were Jewish. The parents 
desired Hebrew Classes,.so for four weeks I have been 
writing to the Jewish educational authorities, but I get. the 
same response, that they are too busy with Jewish children 
in reception areas. I suggested a visit from one of the 
many directors to visit the school and see the urgent need. 
I pointed out that the L.C.C. allocated certain of their 
administrative staff and inspectors to deal only with the 
problem of the London children and suggested that it did 
not require the ‘services of ali the directors to deal with 
children in reception areas. But I still make no headway; 
Mine is only one

THE B.U.F. AND THE WAR _ 


Street-Corner Subversion 
A CHRONICLE OF INCITEMENT 


[From a. Correspondent] — 


It is time that the British people realised what the 
B.U.F. actually is. Here is an organisation which has 
proudly proclaimed itself to be the chief anti-Semitic 
organisation in this country and which, not content with 
preaching hatred against the Jews, is deliberately show- 
ing itself to be pro-Nazi to an extent which is intoler- 
able in times of war. Their denials that they are 
engaged in propaganda subversive in effect can ove 
treated with the same contempt 1s Goebbels’s fantastic 
charges, but I, unlike that gentleman, can supply 
chapter and verse for my statements. Here are some 
examples of what was and ts being said at the weekly 
meetings which the B.U.F. hold at 
Dalston : 

On Sunday, September 24, all speakers referred to the 
fact that they would not fight, and, in true Goebbels 
style, spoke of the “ Press dope ™ that was being put 
about. One speaker stated: “ Take one example among 
the Press lies. You are told that the French are doing 
well on the Western Front, when they are actually 
retreating!" An Air-Raid Warden who was among 
the crowd was ridiculed: by the speaker, who talked of 
his £3-a-week war while British boys were sént to 
France to do the fighting. 

An appeal was made for supporters to join the British 
Union. Reference was made to the “ underground work 
that could be done during the blackout,” and to the 
slogans “ Mosley and Peace that were appearing all 
over London. 


An A.R.P. Anti-Seniite 


On Sunday, October |, the speaker made rather more 
references to Jews than the previous week. 
were made on the present Government, which was 
characterised as “ dirty,” “corrupt,” etc. The expres- 
sion “ peace and revolution “ was repeatedly used. The 
B.U.F. policy, it was stated, was revolution after an 
immediate peace. 

One man, apparently well known to several of the 
audience, wore a brassard bearing the words “ Islington 
First-Aid,” and when one of his friends “ pulled his 
leg” about it, he remarked quite loudly, “ I shan’t help 
Jews who get hurt, don’t you worry!” — . 

- Again, on Sunday, October 8, before Mosley arrived, 
Mr. Winston Churchill was attacked by all speakers. 
One stated that a British warship had disappeared with- 


out trace in the early days of the war and Winston- 


Churchill had kept the news from the British public. 
Another speaker continually used expressions tike 
“We'll hang them when we get the chance,” when 
referring to Mr. Churchill and the Government. “ Our 
day of vengeance will come and, if they are so fond 
of bloodshed, then they'll get it.” | 


“ Dying for Jewry ” 


On Sunday, October 22. 
woman. 
to an atiack upon the War Minister, Mr. Hore-Belisha, 
to whose broadcast on the previous night she continually 
referred. She described the War Minister as being 
“not British, but a representative of an alien race 
which had settled in this country and was conquering 
the British people from. within.” “ With disarming 
frankness,” she said, * this Jew has told the world what 
the war is for, namely, a war of revenge to be fought 
by Britons on behalf of this alien people.” Asked why 
England did not declare war against Russia, she replied 
that the real rulers of this country were the Jews, and, 
therefore, they would not fight against their coreligion- 
ists in Russia, but that Germany had put the Jews in 
their place, and, therefore, war was declaréd against her. 

She spoke of the coming to power soon of the B.U.F. 
Before they could get enough Fascist members elecied 
to the House of Commons they would probably be 
called upon to take charge, because “ the shortage of 
food, the air-raids, the: killing of thousands of our 
friends and relatives would cause a revolution inspired 
by the Communists, and then British Union would have 
to step in and restore order.” The other speaker said: 
“When the men of the Courageous and the men of the 
R.A.F. went down to their deaths, their last thought 
must have been that they were dying for Jewry.”

Praise for Hitler 


On Sunday, October 28, the principal speaker attacked 
Mr. Duff Cooper, Mr. Eden, and, in particular, Major 
Lloyd George for being serving soldiers but not 
being with their regiments: He was annoyed with the 
B.B.C. for employing “ aliens ” to write “ such insulting 
songs as ‘ Run, Adolf, Run,’ ” and he said: “ They will 
never kill Adolf Hitler. And if they do, there will be 
a dozen more Hitlers to take his place. They will never 
kill National Socialism in Germany, in England, or 
anywhere else.” 

Last week, the speaker attacked the “dummy 
Government” which was allowing the Jews, he alleged, 
to secure domination. “They came here as lodgers,” 
he said, repeating the familiar Nazi theme, “ and now 
they rule here.” 


‘ HEROES ” OF THE BLACKOUT 
Pro-Nazi Window-Slashers 


Anti-Semitic and pro-Nazi window-slashers were busy 
last Saturday in the West End and Central London. 
Hundreds of windows were damaged, Messrs. Lyons’ tea- 
shops suffering particularly at the hands of the hooligans, 
who apparently used diamond cutters. In some Cases, 
attempts had been made to scratch the word “Jew.” Last 
week, a similar outrage was reported from Glasgow. 

On the same night, the wall of the old. disused Mile End 
Cemetery, at the rear of the Beth Holim Hospital, was 
defaced with the words, “All the Jews in here are dead— 
thank God!” : 

In Derby, Canterbury, and Oxford, war memorials were 


. disfigured by unknown persons; but the Canterbury vandals 


left their visiting card—-the Fascist embiem. 


When George Parlour, of Headworth Street, Bow, was 
sent to prison for twenty-eight days by Mr. Howard at 
Thames Police Court last week for assaulting a policeman, 
an inspector stated that Fascist anti-Jewish slogans had been 


_ painted over that part of East London during the black- 


out. Parlour said that he was not a member of the British 
Union of Fascists, but cried “Hail Mosley!” when sentenced. 


Mr. P. C. Lortus, Conservative M.P. for Lowestoft, 
replying last week to an attack in a Sunday newspaper, 
it had been alleged 
that he sent £25 to Germany as a thankoffering for the good 
tome he was given as a guest at a Nuremberg Conference. 
Actually, he claims, he paid the £25 as payment for the cost 
of his stay. The attack on Mr. Loftus also alleged that he 
had written to the Press declaring that a Government post 
should be given to Sir Arnold Wilson, M.P., who, it ‘is 
Stated, has written to a constituent accusing the British 
Press of misrepresenting the speeches of Hitler and 
Goebbels. 

ANTi-Jewisn stickybacks are being issued by a body 
calling itself the British Truth Society. Typical slogans are 
“ This is the Jews’ war, let them fight"; “While British 
soldiers die abroad; Jews remain here to take their jobs.” 

WHEN a well-known: hospital aid society sent M.P.s an 
appeal for clothing for evacuees, soldiers’ dependents, and 
servicemen, one of them sent back, in his reply envelope, 
a Jew-baiting stickyback issued by one of the Fascist bodies, 
describing the Jews as warmongers. The envelope bore 
an S.W.1 postmark.

The Kimberley Scheme 
DR. STEINBERG’S SUCCESSES 


[From a Correspondent) 


Although it is too early to say that Dr. Steinberg’s 
mission to Australia on behalf of the Freeland League 
for Jewish Territorial Colonisation has yet produced 
tangible results, the London office of the organisation 
believes that through his efforts encouraging progress 
is being made. 

On September 1, THe JEwWisH CHRONICLE reported 
that the Western Australian Government had issued a 
statement in which they replied to Dr. Steinberg’s 
proposal to create a Jewish settlement in the Kimberley 
district of Western Australia. The reply, although 
cautiously .worded, was favourable, and stated that the 
Government had no objection to Dr. Steinberg’s 
approaching the . Commonwealth Government in 
Canberra to get their acceptance of his scheme. 

The importance of this statement lies to a considerable 
extent in the admission by an Australian State Govern- 
ment: of the principle that a close Jewish settlement 
should be created in a large area of Austraha. 

The Press and public opinion of Western Australia 
warmly. welcomed the Government's statement. This 
was emphasised when, a few days after its publication, 
a’‘declaration supporting the Western Australian Govern- 
ment’s policy was issued in’ Perth signed by the 
following: 


The Primate of Australia (Archbishop Le Fanu), Mr. C. 
Harper (Lord Mayor of Perth), Mr. F. E. Gibson (Mayor of 
Fremantle), Associate Professor F. Alexander, Professor F. R. 
Beasley. (Vice-Chancellor of the University of Perth), Professor 
R. G. Cameron, Mr. Russell Cox (President of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce), Mrs. Henrietta Drake-Brockman, Mr. 
E. F. Fethers, Mr. A. L. B. Lefroy (President of the Pastoralist 
Association), Professor Walter Murdoch, Mr. J. L. Paton (Presi- 
dent of the Perth Chamber of Commerce), Mr. E. Rosenstam 
(President of the Western Australian Branch of the Economic 
Society of Australia and New Zealand), and Mr. A. Yates 
(State President of the Returned Soldiers’ League). 


Declaration of Welcome 


The statement read as follows: 


“We agree that the State Government is to be con- 


gratulated on its hospitable reception of Dr. Steinberg’s 
wroject of a settlement for Jewish refugees in the Kimber- 
evs.. What it has said to him is, in effect-—* We have given 
careful consideration to your scheme and on the whole we 
like it. You may, therefore, go ahead, and, with our 
support, approach the Commonwealth Government.’ This 
is doubtless the right and proper attitude of cautious and 
qualified support for the State Government to adopt. 

“ But we desire to go further. As private citizens who 
have also given due consideration to the proposals, we 
fecl that we have a right to express something warmer chan 


neutrality, even of the benevolent order. We are citizens — 


of the State, but we are also citizens of the Commonweaith, 
and in that capacity we would urge our Government at 
Canberra to give to the proposal the same fair and un- 
prejudiced hearing as it has received in Perth. At the outset 
we wish to impress upon Federal Ministers that in_ this 
State, where the project has had its first trial at the bar 
of public opinion, the verdict of the people has been. we 
believe. decisively favourable. 

“ There is no conceivable human enterprise which does 
not involve the risk of failure; but in this case—apart from 
the fact that the price of failure would have to be paid, 
not by Australia, but by the. promoters of the scheme— 
we believe the risks are as dust in the balance when weighed 
against the certainty that, if successful the scheme would 
be of advantage to Australia. 


Increase of Population Needed 


“From the economic point of view, the proposed settle- 
ment means the inflow of capital from outside, to be spent 


on the development of our country. It means, also, an _ 


expansion of the home market for Australian products. 
We have no doubt whatever that an increase in our popula- 
tion is needed for economic reasons, if for no others. 
“We do not think, however, that economic or political 
considerations alone should influence the country’s attitude 
towards these proposals. Even if acceptance meant sacrifice 
on Australia’s part, we believe that most Australians would 
be proud to make some sacrifice for the sake of helping 
the victims of brutal persecution. If the world is not to 
become entirely brutalised, the countries which still believe 
in civilisation and in the fundamental decencies of behaviour 


on which civilisation is based must desire to give some | 


practical expression to their belief. 

~ Australia should be glad that she has house-room to 
offer to. these persecuted people. We think the over- 
whelming majority of our fellow-countrymen would hate 
the idea of turning a deaf ear to the plea for the homeles 
who ask of us nothing more than the opportunity to make 
a new home in this country, which they would help to 
develop to their advantage and to ours.” 

Dr Steinberg proceeded from Perth to Melbourne 
to continue his work. In Victoria he has received 
remarkable support from various influential leaders of 
the important Jewish Community, in spite of the fact 
that a certain degree of opposition was expected. Rabbi 


Settlement of Refugees 


J. Danglow urged his congregants to support the scheme 
in his sermon in the St. Kilda Synagogue on the first day 
of Succoth. The Committee of the Jewish Welfare 
Society, representing all sections of the Jewish popula- 
tion, showed keen interest in the project, and at a 
banquet and meeting, held at the Kadimah Hall, great 
enthusiasm was shown. 

In non-Jewish circles, too, Dr. Steinberg has had a 
most sympathetic hearing, and Lord Gowrie, the 
Governor-General of Australia, is understood to have 
been favourably impressed. 

Among the trade unions, from whom also some 
Opposition was feared, considerable sympathy has been 
manifested, and Dr. Steinberg has been in touch with 
many of the leading Labour politicians.

Corporation to be Formed 
DETAILS OF GOVERNMENT’S OFFER 


Hailing as “ historic’ the Dominican Republic’s offer to 
admit immediately 500 refugee families and praising the 
“unprecedented generosity” of ex-President Rafael 
Trujillo in undertaking to finance the upkeep and educa- 
tion of unmarried persons among the settlers, Mr. James 
N. Rosenberg, Chairman of the Agro-Joint, declared that 
he expected the settlement project to get under way “ within 
a few months.” 

in an interview with the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, he 
described the steps to be taken before actual settlement can 
be begun: 

| Creation of a Dominican Settlement Corporation which 
will consult with the President's Advisory Committee and the 

Intergovernmental Committee 

2. Drawing up of a formal contract between the Republic 
and the Corporation, based on a letter addressed to Mr. 

Rosenberg by Minister Andres Pastoriza containing a detailed 

outline of the Republic's cffer. 

}. Dispatch of a body of experts to conduct final detailed 
survcys 

Mr. Rosenberg at the same time made public the text 
of Mr. Pastoriza’s letter to him, in which the Dominican 
Government is committe’ to an extensive programme for 
facilitating the settlement project. 

The letter contains pledges to enact legislation assuring 
the settlers full civil, economic, and religious rights, and 
naturalisation after a two-year residence; waiving of import 
duties on necessary tools and equipment, as well as exemp- 
tion from the $500 per person entry fee: precautions against 


‘discrimination, enabling the settlers to pursue their occupa- 


tions “free of molestation and persecution; extension of 
dinlomatic privileges to the representative of the Seitle- 
ment Corporation: and a provision that the bulk of the 
settlers must engage in farming or related enterprises. 


THE ALASKA PROJECT 
A Dog-in-the-Manger” Attitude 


Only dog-in-the-manger™ attitude prevents the 
opening of Alaska to refugees, Mr. Harold L.. Ickes, U.S. 
Secretary of the Interior stated at a Press conference in 
Washington. 

“There isn’t any reason.” Secretary Ickes said, “ why 
people can't live in Alaska and make a living there and 
build up a civilisation in Alaska like that in Scandinavia. 
Private capital is available to establish such a colony. 

* This is not favouring people from foreign countries at 
the expense of Americans. Any American can pack his bag 
and put on his hat and go to Alaska to-morrow if he wants, 
but they haven't been doing it.” 


After pointing out that Alaska’s population was now | 


only 60.000 and that half of these were Eskimos, Mr. Ickes 
said: “It is a dog-in-the-manger attitude to say that we 
should save Alaska for our own people when our 9wn 
people won't have anything to do with it.” |

LABOUR SYMPATHY IN S. AFRICA 


The South African Trades and Labour Council have 
approached the Prime Minister and Labour Minister sug- 
gesting the release of interned immigrants. General Smuts 
promised immediate and friendly consideration. The 
FORWARD prints an article, signed by W. L. de Vries, 
General Secretary of the Trades Council, appealing to the 
workers to distinguish between Nazis and refugees, and 
not to support measures against refugees. 

No German nationals are now being naturalised. This 


decision includes refugees from Germany, and conversa-. 


tions are being held on the subject. 


CZECH COMMITTEE 


A Joint Committee of Jews from Czecho-Slovakia in 
England has been set up. Represented on it are the 
Federation of Czecho-Slovakian Jews in England, the 
Hicem Group at the Czech Refugee Trust Fund, the 
Maccabi Aid Committee, and the Self-Aid- Committee of 
Jews from Bohemia, Moravia, and Slovakia in England. 
The task of the Joint Committee will be to safeguard the 
social, economic, and cultural interests of the Jewish 
refucees. 

The significance of this Committee is that the various 
Czech refugee groups will have at last a formal representa- 
tion, through the Hicem, on the important Czech Refugee 
Trust Fund. 


ARRESTS AT FRENCH PORTS 
ALLEGED 


Men Taken Off Ships 
WARNING TO TRANSMIGRANTS 


We are informed from’ several sources that during 
recent weeks, German emigrants, mostiy Jews, from 
this country, with all their papers in order and with 
a British exit visa and American entrance and immigrant 
visa, have been taken off ships as prisoners and interned 
when these ships land at French ports during their 
journey to America. The women and children could 
proceed to the U.S.A., but the men up to the age of 
fifty-five have been taken away. 

Our informants staté that this occurred with the s.s. 


- Washington on October 24, and it seems that other. 


cases have also been experienced. 

It therefore seems advisable that transmigrants should 
try. to find out in advance whether their ships are to 
stop at French ports. 

REYNOLDS News reports that “ large-scale arrests are 
taking place in France of refugees from Hitler. Num- 
bers of anti-Fascists from Germany, Austria, Czecho- 
Slovakia, and other dictatorship countries have been 
rounded up and sent to recently-constructed concen- 
tration camps. Among the world-famous anti-Fascists 
reported arrested is the playwright Friedrich Wolff, 
whose exposure of Nazism, * Professor Mamlock,’ is 
now running successfully a: a film in this country.” 


IDLE HANDS AND IDLE WORK 
Legislation Urgently Needed 


“We want to work—not only for ourselves, but also for 
this country. Why aren't we allowed to do so?” Speak 


to any refugee, writes a Jewish CHRONICLE representative, 


and sooner or later he is certain to ask this. 

What answer can we give? We can tell him of the 
official pronouncement made by Sir John Anderson, the 
Home Secretary, in the House of Commons recently. Sir 
John said that it was proposed to utilise the services of 
friendly aliens in any direction in which they could advan- 
tageously be employed without prejudicing the interests of 
British subjects. But nothing can. be done until a general 
order regulating the employment of aliens is made. When 
this order will appear is a Government secret. 

Meanwhile, thousands of refugees, anxious to do work. 
are standing idly by—doing nothing But, there is, for 
example, a dearth of skilled machinists in the clothing and 
boot trades. Why cannot the appropriate refugees be used 


to do that work now”? 


If the Government officials who are responsible for the 
delay in enacting this legislation would mingle with the 
refugees as I do, they would realise that their fight against 
Hitlerism would be made immeasurably more succéssful if 
they took advantage of the services that those who have 
fled from Hitlerism, and who are therefore acquainted with 
its hestialities, are offering. 

" We do not want any jobs that Britishers can do. We 
are not their enemies. We want to show them that we are 
their friends. But we want work of some kind. Give us 
the chance to do it, and you will not regret it.” That is the 
plea of the refueee to the British Government. I know 
that they are waiting for an immediate reply.

STEPNEY JEWISH LADS’ CLUB

ORDER ACHEI AMETH 
New Rule on Special Conditions 


Following on its recent circular to all members, 
detailing the War Emergency Measures found necessary, 
the Grand Executive of the Order Achei Ameth, from 
its present headquarters, “ Oakside,” Bodiam, near 
Hawkhurst, Kent, has issued a further circular calling 
attention to, among other matters, the registration of 
a new rule (33) on “Special Conditions Owing to 
Hostilities.” 

Full Death Benefits 

Before, however, dealing with the new rule, the circular 
refers to some misapprehensions still obtaining with regard 
to death benefits, and states that “ we make it quite clear 
now that the Order Achei Ameth has up to now and will 
continue tO pay FULL DEATH BENEFITS." Any modification 


_ that may be found necessary later will again be the subject 


of consideration only in the light of experience gained. 

The new Rule 33 gives certain powers for emergency 

urposes to a fully defined Executive and provides also 
or the manner of emergency collection of subscriptions by 
individual Lodges should ordinary means break down (the 
onus will be thrust upon the member to send in his 
contribution). 

Members in the fighting forces or in full-time National 
Service may choose to continue membership for the pur- 
pose of being entitled to death benefits only, and for this 
will pay a fixed contribution of 9d. a week After discharge 
from the Service engaged in, a member may resume full 
payments ‘and be entitled to full benefits (subject to the 
possible demand by the Lodge Committee of a medical 
certificate of fitness). Similar clauses affect members who, 
though not in the Services, can show that the war has so 
affected them that they cannot pay full contributions.

Mr. R. A. Burier last week had to answer Ma. P. J. 
Noe.-Baker (Lab., Derby), who invited a statement about 
the concentration of Polish Jews in the district of Lublin. 

“ There is no reason to believe,” said the Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, “ that the reports which have appeared 
in the Press on the subject of the concentration Jews 
in the Lublin district are not substantially correct.” 

Mr. Noel-Baker asked if he had any information to show 
that this operation was not being carried out with un 
paralleled inhumanity. To which Mr. Butler replied that 
the Member for Derby could draw his own conclusions 
from the statements in the Press, “from which we have 
drawn ours.” 

| saw Mr. Noel-Baker later and he said: “ The Germans, 
in driving the Jews out without any food, clothes, or money 
from their homes all over Poland, and indeed Germany 
now, into a place round Lublin where there is nothing for 
them to do, are perhaps committing the worst of all the 
atrocities committed during this war.”

RHOKANA CORPORATION 


A SATISFACTORY RESULT 


The seventeenth annual ordinary general «nse of the 
Rhokana Corporation, Limited, was held on November 15 at 
Southern House, E.C. 

Mr. Francis L. Gibbs (the Deputy Chairman) said in the 
course of his speech: Sales of metals have increased by 
£197,545, while the operating profit. has decreased by £22,445. 
The average prices of esndard cash copper and for wirebars 
during the year were somewhat less than those obtaining in the 

receding year. We received from Mufulira Copper Mines, 
Pimited. the same gross dividend as last year, namely, £217,149, 
and the balance finally carried to the appropriation account ts 
£2.116,398, as compared with £2,166,692 for the previous year. 
Considering the lower price of copper obtained I think you will 
agree that a decrease of only £50,000 ts not unsatisfactory. 

The appropriation for taxation for the year is £750.000, a very 
large increase over the figure for last year of £247,794. 


TAXATION AND DIVIDENDS 


it is difficult at this carly stage to estimate the liability to 
Excess Profits tax with any degree of accuracy. The question 
of capital employed in the business has an important bearing 
and it is not yet clear what figures we can bring into our 
computations of capital. We have been considering. recently 
the general question of the return to shareholders on the capital 
raised. in respect of the year ended June 30, 1937, the Corpora- 
tion distributed £1,562,501 as dividend on the ordinary and “A” 
share capital As the nominal amount of this capital was 
£2.500,002, the dividend was at the rate of 624 per cent per 
annum. The same rate of dividend was paid in. respect of the 
year to June 30, 1938. The actual capital raised was, however, 
considerably in excess of £2,500,002 so that in calculating the 
return to the shareholders the following factors have to be taken 
into account: (1) The position of the companies which amal- 
amated to form this Corporation: (2) Premiums on shares 
wsued; (3) The time that clapsed before any dividends were paid. 

Taking the ‘rate of interest at 5 per cent. per annum, an 
evaluation at June ), 1937, of the capital sum involved giving 
weight to the other factors results in a figure of just under 
£18,.000,000. This means that the distribution of £1,562,S01 
represented a return of 8¢ per cent., as compared with the 
declared dividend of 62+ per cent. We do not think the figure 
of £18,000,000 can be established as the capital figure tor the 
‘purposes of Excess Profits tax, but the wide divergence between 
that figure and the figure of the nominal capital shows that the 
question of capital.employed at any particular time will be a 
dificult one to decide 

In view of the definite increase im taxation and the uncertainty 
as to the ultimate liability of the Corporation, the Directors have 
considered it necessary to make this very large appropriation 
for taxation of £750,000. They have also decided to recommend 
a final dividend of 25 per cent. This rate “is the same as for 
the. interim dividend paid last April The total for the year 1s, 
therefore, SO per cent., a reduction of one-fifth from last year's 
total dividend of 624 per cent. : 


PRODUCTION OF COPPER 


During the vear, a total of 2,817,500 tons of ore were hoisted, 
of which . 1,556,000 tons came from the Nkana Section and 
1,261,500 tons from the: Mindola Section. The grade of the ore 
broken averaged 3.55 per cent copper at Nkana and 3.71 per 
cent. copper at Mindola. The comparative figures for last year 
were 3.46 per cent. and 3.65 per cent. respectively. Our pro- 
duction for the year was 50,810 long tons of blister copper and 
31,691 long tons of electrolytic copper, making a total of 82,501 
long tons, compared with 76,275 long tons last year. At the end 
of the year, the ore immediately available for stoping amounted 
to 11,528,816 short tons of a grade of 3.78 per cent. 

On October 17, 1938, the General Manager was notified that 
restriction of production was removed Some time was required 
to make the necessary adjustments for stepping up production. 
Before the full effect of the reorganisation could be realised. it 
was decided to restrict production agam as from December 15. 
None the less, a satisfactory rapid increase in production was 
achieved. When restriction was removed, production was at the 
rate of 7,290 short tons of copper per month,-or 243 short tons 
of copper per day. During the first week of December, pro- 
duction of copper im concentrates was at the rate of 352 short 
tons per day, and during the final week of unrestricted pro- 
duction, Le., from December 7 to December 14 it was at the 
rate of 424 short tons of copper per day, or 12,720 short tons 
per month. This period provided a searching test of the equip- 
ment of all department with excellent results. 

Production and sales of cobalt again show an increase. Our 
sales of cobalt element in alloy and refined products during the 
car amounted to 2,247,562 Ib., as compared with 1,662,771 Ib.

PRICES TAILORS : 

There is a reflection of the Emergency Budget provisions 
in the full report of Prices Tailors, Ltd., now issued. It 
confirms the preliminary statement of trading profits for the 
year to June 30 of £452,864 against £572,576 previously. 
The total appropriations for taxation, however, shown in 
the preliminary statement at £150,000 are now raised to 
£190,000. There is £120,000 against £200,000 last year 
transferred to Prices Trust Ltd., and the Trust pays a total 
of 25 per cent. for the year against 50 per cent. previously. 
Sir Henry Price, in his statement accompanying the report, 
attributes the lower profits, the first reduction since 1933, 
to the fear of war which hung over the country throughout 
the year and to the crises of September, 1938, and March, 
1939, when retail trade practically — Great changes 
in the business have been necessary so that the company can 
play its part in the national effort, but he adds that trading 
conditions up to the present are “very satisfactory and 
+eflect the normal progress of a healthy well-organised 


business.” 
SHIPPING DIVIDENDS 


An important dividend statement in the past week has 
been that of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation 
Co. There is to be a final payment for the year to Septem- 
ber 30 of 3 per cent on the Deferred capital with a cash 
bonus of 1} per cent. This makes a total of 6} per cent. for 
the year against 8 per cent. previously. Despite the reduc- 
tion of 14 per cent.. the distribution in the prevailing 
circumstances was welcomed in the market as distinctly 
satisfactory. The difficulties which the shipping industry 
has. to face, with increased costs and insurance charges, 
Government control, dislocated international trade, and of 
course the U-Boat menace, are fully realised. It is felt that 
the dividend can be taken as an expression of confidence 
on the part of the directors in the company’s ability to 
meet such difficulties. Another shipping dividend comes 
from John Jacobs and Co., the tanker concern, which is to 
maintain the interim dividend for the current year at 5 per 


cent. 
AUSTIN MOTORS 


The full report of the Austin Motor Co. confirms the 
preliminary figures already announced and gives some 
indication of the company’s position under present circum- 
stances. The reduction in the dividend despite increased 
trading profits for the past year, it is explained, is proposed 
“in order to stabilise and conserve the cash resources of 
the company in the present emergency.” There was every 
prospect of 1939-40 being a record year, but the outbreak 
of war-entirely changed the position. A large part of the 
company’s plant has been placed at the disposal of the 
Government, and manufacture for the home market has 
practically ceased. Every effort, however, is being. made to 
meet substantial orders received from overseas, in view of 
the national importance of export trade Continued pro- 
gress is. being made at the aircraft factory which the com- 
any is managing for the Government. There is an 
interesting new item in the balance sheet in a holding of 
£35,007 of “ marketable securities at cost.” Market values 
of these at July 31, it is stated, was £100,980. . The directors’ 
investment policy would appear to have been particularly 
successful.

Tom Walls at the Shaftesbury 


There is a very sound sentiment which insists that the 
criminal who has been punished for his misdeeds should 
not be called upon to suffer further penalties. 

Hence when we find so amiable a person as the hero 
of this play being snubbed by his former friends after he 
has returned from being “His Majesty’s guest” for a 
period, it is with something of relish that we watch him 
turning the tables by exposing these self-righteous people 
as in reality a thoroughly crooked crowd. Perhaps the 
final touch where we are given the exculpating excuse for 
the hero's misdeed rather detracts from than adds to the 
sympathy we have come to feel for him. But really the 
comedy does not set out to be taken very seriously, and 
with Tom Walls in the leading part, the fun of the situa- 
tions is more important than their significance in any deeper — 
sense. Mr. Walls, while he is on the stage, keeps the tension 
and the merriment at a high pitch. Archibald Batty 
blusters vigorously as the real rogue beneath a super- 
respectable exterior.

TOPICAL FILMS ON THE WAY 
Propaganda and Escape 


As the war grows older so the production of topical 
films gathers impetus. So far, apart from the pre-war 
Nazi spy films, we have had only two: 
Lion Has Wings ” and the American “ Thunder Afloat,” 
but already there are several either in production or in 
active preparation. 

At the Ealing Studios, Mr. Michaél Balcon, the pro- 
ducer, works. on the theory that there should be two 
types of war films, the serious and the escapist, both of 
which can-play their part in helping to win our battles. 
In the first category comes “ Convoy,” which it is hoped 
to make very shortly with the co-operation of the 
Ministry of Information. Mr. Balcon hopes that 
camera units will be allowed to travel on convoy vessels 
in order that authentic shots may be obtained. 

“Let George Do It,” a typical George Formby 
comedy in which George wins the U-boat war. single- 
handed, went into production at Ealing last Monday. 
Another comedy, dealing with the evacuation of children 
to the country, is also under consideration. 

It is believed that both these types of picture, the 
grave and the gay, will nat only help the Allied cause in 
this country but will also prove valuable propaganda 
in the neutral countries. 

A story about contraband called “ Black-out,” star- 
ring Conrad Veidt, will be made by British National 
with the full co-operation of the Admiralty and the 
Ministry of Economic Warfare.

“JUAREZ "“—Warner Theatre (“ A” Certificate) 


This film is a triumph for Warner Bros., and for. their 
director William Dieterle. It tells the story of the hard- 
headed, honest. Benito Juarez, President of Mexico, who 
led his people in a relentless struggle against the puppet 
king Maximilian, bolstered up by French soldiers and 
money. 

It tells the story with a wealth of relevant detail and an 
economy of sentiment. The tragedy of the Habsburg, 
duped into accepting a throne which was never vacant, the 
single-mindedness of the Mexican, who crushed his humanity 
for the sake of his ideal of democracy, are shown stark 
against a convincing background in which no point is 
laboured and yet each point made remains in the memory. 

Brian Aherne gives first-class performance as the 
Emperor Maximilian—a man with ideals who is forced into 
being a tyrant. Bette Davis as his courageous wife, Paul 
Muni as Juarez, and John Garfield as one of Muni's 
generals all give of their best. 

Incidentally, it is interesting to note that Paul Muni, John 
Garfield; and Bette Davis are all three Jewish. 


“ THE FROZEN LIMITS ”—Gaumont (“ U ” Certificate) 


Such honest-to-goodness admirers of the “Crazy Gang ” 
as spend a small fortune watching their antics on (and off) 
the stage will probably .be disappointed with this attempt 
to pack them flat on celluloid.
